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INTRODUCTION. 

In laying before the public the first portion of a 
Compendious Account of the History and Antiquities 
of the Counties of England, the Editor wishes to say 
a few words respecting the progress and design of 
the undertaking. 

The plan of the work, it will be seen, is so extensive 
as to embrace a notice of nearly every thing of interest 
or importance in the history, statistics, and localities 
of each county ; being divided into the following ge* 
neral and comprehensive classes. 

I. Situation and Extent. 

Under this head, the boundaries, dimensions^ and 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction of the county are com- 
prised. 

11. Antient State and Remains. 

In this division the former state of the civil, eccle- 
siastical, and military importance of the county is de- 
veloped ; and mention ia made in chronological order 
of those remains of the Britons, and the subsequent

possessors of our Isle, which excite the wonder and 
admiration of the traveller, and which have so mate- 
rially assisted to elucidate those early periods of our 
history. They consist principally of Encampments, 
or military fortifications prior to the construction of 
castles ; — Earthworks, comprising barrows, or tumuli 
raised over the dead, dykes or ditches forming the 
boundaries of territory, and amphitheatres on sides 
of hills : — Circles of Stones, and other vestigia of the 
peculiar rites of the Druids or priests of heathen 
Britain : — with an enumeration of the places where 
the pavements of our Roman civilizers have been 
disclosed, together with coins, urns, and other remains. 
In mentioning the kingdom in which the county 
was situate during the period of the Saxon domina- 
tion, the Editor has preferred using the term '< Octar- 
chy*' instead of the more generally adopted one of 
" Heptarchy," for the reasons assigned in Mr. Sharon 
Turner's *' History of the Anglo-Saxons,*' vol. I. pp. 
302, 309. The exertions of the British against their 
invaders having failed, eight Anglo*- Saxon govern- 
ments were established in the island. This state of 
Britain has been very improperly denominated, by the 
greater part of the old annalists and antiquaries, the 
Saxon Heptarchy, When all the kingdoms were 
settled, they formed an Octarchy. Before the year 
500, there were only the kingdoms of Sussex and 
Kent, which formed a Duarchy. Wessex formed the 
Triarchy ; East Anglia a Tetrarchy ; Essex the Pen- 
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tarchy ; Berniciai in 547^ an Hexarchy ; Deira^ in 
560, an Heptarchy ; and Mercia, in 586, the Octar- 
chy. Matthew of Westminster gives the names of the 
eight kings who reigned in 586. From the first land- 
ing of Hengist, more than a century had elapsed to 
the complete establishment of the Anglo-Saxon Oc- 
tarchy. In 728, upon the union of Wessex and 
Sussex^ it again became an Heptarchy. 

Next follows an enumeration of all the Monastic 
Edifices which have been raised in the county, with 
the dates of their foundation, and, in very many in- 
stances^ the names of the royal and noble founders, 
particularizing whether subservient to some Foreign 
monastery, or to a superior one in England. As it was 
usual to have a Church in every parish, those only are 
mentioned which exhibit remarkable specimens of our 
early architecture. And here, lest the even occa- 
sional use of the word <' Saxon," as applied to remains 
of the semicircular style of architecture, may be ca- 
villed at, from the now prevalent disbeliefs in which the 
Editor in some measure participates, in the existence 
of any entire specimens of the architecture of that 
people, he has only to observe that he has adopted 
the terms of his author, except when pictorial repre- 
sentation or personal examination has induced him to 
believe in the greater accuracy of the term " Nor- 
man.** 

Of the internal furniture of an ecclesiastical edifice, 
the most curious and interesting are the Stone Pulpits 
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and FonU. The former are so rarely to be met with> 
that every one ascertainable by the Editor has been 
inserted ; while the latter are only mentioned when ex* 
hibiting evidences of antiquity, or specimens of curious 
sculpture, and rich or singular decorations. 

This division is concluded by an alphabetical list of 
the Castles of the Barons, with notices of the period of 
erection, and the state of their remains ; Mansions of 
an earlier period than the reign of the third William ; 
and the Crosses in market-places «nd other public si- 
tuations. 



III. Present State and Appearance. 

Here will be found the rise and progress of Rivers ; 
the courses of canals and navigable rivers, forming our 
inland water communications; and an alphabetical 
enumeration, accompanied by concise remarks and 
descriptions, of the most prominent features, the pic- 
turesque scenery, the natural curiosities, and the pub- 
lic buildings of the county. 

The list of Seats forms a very considerable portion 
of this division ; but from the frequent changes in the 
occupants — especially in the neighbourhood of the 
metropolis — it is feared that the resident gentry may 
detect errors, which the Editor trusts their liberality 
and kindness will attribute to the proper cause, and 
excuse accordingly. The lists have been, however^ 
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corrected by several gentlemen, whose local know- 
ledge and family connexions have rendered them 
authorities ; and the Editor takes this opportunity of 
returning his grateful acknowledgments for such 
kindness. He begs to add, that further communica* 
tions of the same description will be very acceptable. 

This is succeeded by an account of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the county ; a list of places which 
give titles to Peers ; of those whose owners have been 
created Baronets ; and of those which have the privi- 
lege of returning Representatives to the Legislature. 

The Population table is compiled from the census of 
1821. When the new census is completed^ and the 
proposed alterations in the Representative system are 
effected, they will appear in the next ensuing circuit. 



IV. History, 

Or a chronological table of the most important 
events in the History of England, with a view to its 
^ localities ; consisting of the engagements of the Bri- 
tons with the Romans and Saxons ; the latter people, or 
Anglo-Saxons, with the Danish hordes ; and the mixed 
race in opposition to the introduction of the Norman 
Bastard and his family. In subsequent periods, the 
Wars of the Roses; the introduction of the Reformed 
Religion ; the unhappy differences between the Court 
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and the Commons during the period of the ill-directed 
reign of the first Charles ; the glorious revolution of 
1688 ; and the progresses of our kings and queens . 
have furnished many incidents of great local interest. 



V. Eminent Natives. 

Under this head is comprised an alphabetical list 
of those eminent men, who, having distinguished 
themselves in their several pursuits, have lent a lustre 
to the county of their birth, and have become the pride 
of their fellow-countrymen. The place of birth, and 
the date, with the character in which they were emi- 
nent, are particularized. 



VI. Miscellaneous Observations. 

Here will be found those particulars and incidents 
which could not be introduced under either of the 
previous heads. They are locally and alphabetically 
arranged 5 and detail much that is valuable, interest- 
ing, and amusing. 
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With the concluding volume will be given an histo- 
rical, illustrative, and explanatory description of the 
arrangement here detailed ; which was originally sug- 
gested by Mr. Roby, of Tamworth, under the sig- 
nature of <<Btro/* in the '' Gentleman's Magazine*' 
for October, 1816. The plan and notices were at first 
but slight and imperfect^ the two counties of Bedford 
and Berks occupying only four pages of that Miscel- 
lany ; but in the progress of the series as far as Shrop- 
shire, many improvements were effected, till the plan 
nearly reached its present extent. The discontinuance 
of the series by that gentleman in 1821, and the fre- 
quent inquiries respecting the cause of the apparent 
non-completion, induced the present Editor to under- 
take the remainder of the counties; and on their 
completion, to re-write the whole for distinct pub- 
lication. 

The merits of the plan are due to Mr. Roby : the 
present Editor seeks for nothing beyond the credit 
due to his industry 3 and this humble meed of appro- 
bation he feels confident will not be withheld, when 
it is considered that considerably more than a hundred 
volumes — some of which, as the antiquarian and topo- 
graphic reader will be aware, are of no mean bulk — 
must have been carefully perused to effect the abridg- 
ment of the Home Circuit alone. This may be ascer- 
tained by the ^^ List of Works consulted,'* which is 
appended to each county, to enable the curious reader 
to extend his inquiries further with facility and plea- 
sure. 
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During the period of these histories appearing in 
the periodical before alluded to — a periodical as valu- 
able for its contents as honourable for its age — the 
Editor received letters from some of his corres- 
pondents complaining of the inaccuracy of several 
of the dates. Aware of the importance of correctness 
in this particular, he has, in the present re-written 
series, devoted considerable time and labour in 
endeavouring to reconcile the numerous discrepancies 
which are to be met with in our histories. He there- 
fore hopes that he shall be excused for intreating his 
readers, before they decide upon the inaccuracy of 
a date, to weigh well concurrent testimony, and the 
credibility and research of the author who may assign a 
period different from that which may appear in this work. 
The list of works previously noticed will much facili- 
tate the enquiry. Upon this subject, the Rev. Mr. 
Nasmith, in his edition of Bp. Tanner*s "Notitia Mo. 
nastica,'* under the head of Milton Abbats, Dorset- 
shire, has these very apposite remarks : — '< Though 
all historians agree as to the royal founder of this 
abbey, yet the differences or mistakes in writing 
or printing the time of the foundation may teach 
the lovers of antiquities to be cautious in trusting at 
first to the dates, either of Saxon charters or histories* 
without further examination, and comparing the same, 
and the names of the parties and witnesses, with the 
most authentic chronicles.**

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MISCELLANEOUS OBSERVATIONS. 

Aldersbroke was the seat of the late antiquary amart 
Lethieullier, esq. who is buried in Little Ilford Church. 

At AuDLEY End is a good collection of fine historical 
portraits, among which is Pine's George the Second, copied 
for his Majesty's coUection. 

At Barking was founded the first nunnery in this coun- 
try. St. Ethelburga, sister of the founder, was the first 
abbess. Elfrida, widow of Edgar ; Maud, queen of Henry 
the First; Maud, queen of Stephen; and Mary, sister of 
Thomas k Becket, presided over this convent — In the 
Church or churchyard is buried Mr. Daniel Day, the eccen- 
tric originator of Fairlop fair. — ^Towards Dagenham, stands 
an old house where the gunpowder plot is said to have been 
'contrived. 

At BiRDBROKE was buricd in May 1681, Martha Blewitt, 
who was the wife of nine husbands successively. The text 
to her funeral sermon was, ** Last of all, the woman died 
also.'' The ninth survived her. 

Bishop's Hall was the seat of Henry Spencer, flie war- 
like Bishop of Norwich. 

At Blackmore, at a spot called Jericho, near the church, 
was a priory, afterwards converted by Henry VIII. into a 
house for occasional retirement; so that when he was passing 
his time here with any of his female favourites, it became a 
cant saying among his courtiers that he was gone to Jericho. 

Black Notlet was the birth and burial-place of the 
naturalist John Ray* 

Among the antient tolls of Bow bridge, is the charge of 
Sd. for any cart carrying a dead Jew. 
^ Braintbee was the burial-place of Dr. Samuel Collins, 
phydcian to Peter the Great. 
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Ghigwell wag the living of the Rer. William Bdoe, pa4 
pil of Parr ; and Samuel Hannet, Archbishop of York, whoae 
effigies, in brass, are in the chancel of the church. 

At Chin6forI> is an estate, called Scotts Mayhews, the 
owner of which, on every alienation, together with his wife, 
men and midd servants, each single on a horse, come to the 
parsonage, where the owner does his homage and pays his 
relief in the manner following. He blows three blasts with 
his horn, carries a hawk on his fist, his servant has a grey- 
hound in a slip, both for the use of the rector. He receives 
a chicken for his hawk, a peck of oats for his horse, and a 
loaf of bread for his greyhound. They all dine, after which 
the master blows three blasts, and all depart. 

GoDHAM Hall was once in the family of Sir Samuel Luke. 
Here Butler wrote great part of his Hudibras, and his name 
was to be seen written with a diamond on one of the old 
windows. 

G0LOHB8TEB, or Gamelodunum, is said by our antient 
English historians to have been the birtii-place of Gonstan- 
tine the Great, whose mother, Helena, is also said to have 
been daughter to Goel, a British prince ; but these assertions 
are discredited by modem authors. — St. Botolph's priory was 
the first house of Aug^tine canons in England ; they came 
over about the year 1109. — In St Mary^s parish was tiie first 
house of Grossed or Grutched Friars. — Of this place was 
Recorder the great Sir Francis Walsingham. — ^In Trinity 
Ghurch was buried Dr. Gilbert, who discovered the proper- 
ties of the loadstone ; and in St. Giles's, the murdered loy- 
alists. Sir Gharles Lucas and Sir Geoi^ Lisle were buried. 

GopFORD Hall was the residence of the persecuting Bishop 
Bonnor^ — ^Under the iron work of the door of the Ghurch 
is a sort of parchment or skin, said to be remains of the 
skins of some Danish robbers, who had conunitted sacrilege, 
and whose skins, after they had been put to death, wero 
nailed to the doors. 
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At CopTHALL chapel wag placed that magnificent painted 
irindow intended for the chapel of Henry VII. and which 
now g^races the heautiful parish church of St. Marg^aret, 
Westminster. 

Dbdhah was the living of Matthew Newcomen, one of 
the aathors of "Smectymnus;"' and William Burkitt, com- 
mentator on the Testament, who is huried here. 

Dbpdbn Hall was the property of Richard Chiswell, the 
odebrated bookseller, and one of the first directors of the 
Bank of England, He lies buried in the Church. 

Eastbuby Hduse is celebrated as one of the meeting 
bouses of the gunpowder plot conspirators. 

East Ham was the burial place of the antiquary. Dr. 
Stukeley. 

Faiblop Oak, on Hainault forest, at a yard from the 
ground* was 36 feet in drcumferenoe, and it overspread an 
area of 900 feet in circuit. It is now entirely gone, but the 
annual fair is still kept up» 

At FiNOHiNOF^BLD was buried Stephen Marshall, one of 
the authors of " Smectymnus," — Here is an inscription to 
Mr. William Kemp, who never qM>ke during a period of se- 
ven years. The reason is, that having, in a dispute with his 
wife, uttered some words carrying an unwarrantable reflec- 
tion, he was so vexed with himself as to take this singular 
resolution. 

At OosFiBLD Hall is an ancient sculptured chimney, re- 
presenting in bold relief the battle of Bosworth Field, and 
contains twenty-four figures on horseback, with the King 
lying under his own charger. The persons are known by 
thdr shields and arms. 

At Gbb AT Bbadfibld was buried the celebrated William 
Bendlowes, sole Sergeant at Law for seventy-three days in 
the time of Elizabeth. 

The manor of Obbat Tbt was subject to the Marcketa 
MuHerit, or primary claim of the lord to the rights of « 
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husband on the marriage of a tenant The exutenoe of thii 
custom is altogether doubtful: the Mareheta might hare 
applied to a fine payable to the lord on marriage. 

Orbbnsteebt parish is dirided from the Thames by a 
part of the parish of Woolwich in Kent. — ^The Church is one 
of the most antient and curious in this kingdom. The nave 
is formed entirely of the trunks of trees, split asunder, set 
up close to each other, and let into a sill and plate, fastened 
at top by wooden pins. It is supposed to have been erected 
in 1013, as a shrine for the reception of the body of St. Ed- 
mund, king and martyr. — Here was the seat of the celebrated 
Apuldcrfield, who, in the time of Richard I. so eminently 
distinguished himself in the holy war, and whose armour 
was deposited in Lenham church. 

Harwich is the station for packets to Holland and Ger- 
many, and was the place of landing and departure of Wil- 
liam III. George I. and George II. on their continental jour- 
neys. Queen Charlotte, consort of George III. landed here. 

Hbmpstbad was the burial-place of Dr« Hervey, who dis- 
covered the circulation of the blood. 

At High Later the philosopher Lockb was buried. 
He spent much of the ten last years of his life at Gates in 
this parish. 

At Littlbbury lived Henry Wlnstanley, who built the 
first Eddystone light-house, and was killed by its fall Nov. 

27, 1703. 

By the manorial custom of Littlb Dunmow, established 
by the Fitzwalters, a flitch of bacon is given to any couple 
that have been married a year and a day without once re^ 
penting thereof. The earliest delivery on record was in 
1444, and the latest in 1751. 

Littlb Ilpord church is the burial-place of the anti- 
quary Smart LetiiieuUier. 

Littlb Maplbstbd is one of the four round churches 
remaining in this Country. 
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Low Layton was the burial-place of John Stiype, the 
antiquary, and William Bowyer, the learned printer. 

At Maldon lived Edward Bright, who arrived at the vast 
bulk and weight of 616lb8. He is noticed in the Philosophical 
Transactions. — Here still prevails the custom of Borough 
English, by which the youngest son, and not the eldest^ 
succeeds to the burgage tenure at the death of the father. 

Matthew Hopkins, of Manningtree, caused no less than 

60 reputed witches in the County of Essex to be hanged 

within one year : after which, he himself, having been sub* 

mitted to one of his own tests, was condemned and executed 

for witchcraft. This is alluded to by Butler : 

'* Who after proved himself a witch 
And made a rod for his own breech.*' 

The msmor of Combes in Roc h ford is remarkable for the 
singular custom of a court, called The Lawkss Court, which 
is held the Wednesday morning after Michaelmas-day, upon 
the first cock crowing, without any other light than the 
heavens. The steward of the court calls all such as are bound 
to appear, with a voice as loud as possible. No previous 
notice is given of the holding of the court, and all who do 
not appear forfeit their lands to the lord. 

Saffron Walden was the burial-place of Lord Chan- 
cellor Audley. 

Sandon was the residence and rectory of Dr. Walton> 
editor of the Polyglot. 

At SiBLB Hedinoham was buried its native Sir Jojin 
Hawkwood, who has acquired immortal but not very honour- 
able renown. 

Stratford Lanothorne Abbey was bound to main- 
tain Bow bridge, built by Maud, queen of Henry I. and said 
to have been the first arched stone bridge in the county, 
whence, according to Leland and Stow, it derived its name ; 
but Grose conjectures it to have obtained its appellation 
from heaUf beautiful. 
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Upminster was the rectory of Dr. Derham, author of 
" Physico-Theology/' 

Waltham was a mitred abbey. The brave Harold and 
his two brothers, slain at the battle of Hastings, were buried 
here. It was the frequent residence of Henry III. — Of this 
place were ministers the learned Joseph Hall, afterwards Bi« 
shop of Exeter and Norwich, and Thomas Fuller, author of 
the "Church History,'' and the « Worthies,'' &c 

The melancholy sale and demolition of the splendid man* 
sion, Wanstbad Housb, in 1823, must be fresh in every 
one's recollection. 

At Wbst Ham was buried Geoi^e Edwards, F.R.S. and 
S.A. the ornithologist.

61. Verulam taken and destroyed by Boadicea, Queen of 
the Iceni, who is said to have here massacred 70,000 Ro- 
mans and Romanized Britons. 

673. A solemn council held at Hertford by Theodore, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, to compel submission to the Papal 
see. IVo of the Saxon kings attended. 

796. At Offley, died Offa, the great King of Mercia. 

894. Near Ware, Alfred captured the Danish fleet by di- 
verting the waters of the Lea from their original channel. 

914. The Danes completely defeated in the neighbourhood 
of Hexton. 

1066. At Berkhampstead, William the Norman took the 
oath imposed upon him by Fretheric, Abbot of St. Alban's, 
that he would keep the laws of Edward the Confessor.

Tredlian, with a guard of 1000 meii, when 15 of the insiir- 
gents under Wat Tyler were hung in chains, and the male 
inhabitants of the county, from fifteen to sixty years of 
age, attended and took an oath never to disturb the pub- 
lic peace. 

1399. At Hertford, Henry Duke of Lancaster (afterwards 
Henry IV.) kept his court when Richard II. was deposed. 

1406. A general inundation of the river Ware did great 
damage. 

1429. Henry VI. kept his Easter in Hertford castle. 

1455. At St. Albany, May 23, Henry VI. wounded and 
taken prisoner ; Duke of Somerset, Earls of Northumber- 
land and Stafford, Lord Clinton, and 800 Lancastrians, 
slain by the Yorkists, commanded by Edward, Duke of 
York, and Richard Nevill, "the king-making'* Earl of 
Warwick. 

1461. At St Alban's, Feb. 17, the great Earl of Warwick 
and Yorkists defeated by Margaret of Anjou. In this 
battle, Sir John Grey, of Groby, first husband of Elizabeth 
Wydevile (afterwards Queen of £dw. IV.) and 2300 men 
were slain. 

1471* Near Bamet (April 14), Lancastrians defeated. — 
Vide Middlesex. 

1496. At Berkhampstead, died Cicely, Duchess of York, 
mother of Edward IV. and Richard III. 

1553. At Hunsdon, July, Mary, on her road to London, 
was informed by the Earl of Arundel of the death of Ed- 
ward VI. and thereby prevented from falling into the 
power of the Earl of Northumberland. 

1557* Queen Mary visited Princess Elizabeth at Hatfield. 

1564—1576. Queen Elizabeth made repeated risits to the 
great Lord Burleigh at Theobalds. 

1603. At Theobalds (then the seat of Robert, first Earl of

22, in a poetical entertainment, written by fien Jonson. 

1625. At Theobalds, March 27, died Jas. I. who was muck 
accustomed to pursue the diversions of the chase here.

In Barkwat church is a handsome monument to Sir 
John Jennings, Rear Admiral of Great Britun, who died 
December 23, 1743. 

Of Barley were rectors. Archbishop Warham, of Canter- 
bury; Ralph Brownrigg, Bishop of Exeter; Thomas Her- 
ring, Archbbhop of York ; and many other learned divines. 

At Bbrkhampstead, the Kings of Mercia had a palace.

There 
was a kitchen, hall for merriment, and a lodging-room, with 
bridal bed and good linen. Some portion of the furniture 
remained a few years since. 

Cheshunt Manor House was the residence of Cardinal 
Wolsey ; and in a house near the church, under the assumed 
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name of Clarke, July 12, 1712, died the ex-Protector, Ri- 
chard Cromwell, aged 80. A widow lady, the last descendant 
of that line, was living here in 1826. 

Of Cloth ALL was rector John Savage, the Aristippus of 
the age He was buried in the church, 1747- 

At Elstrbb was buried Martha Ray, the unfortunate vic- 
tim to the too ardent sensibility of her hapless lover, the 
Rev. James Hackman, 1779* 

GoRHAMBURT was the residence of Lord Keeper Sir Ni- 
cholas Bacon, who frequently entertained his royal Mistress 
there. It was also the residence of his son, ** the wisest, 
greatest, meanest of mankind." Here is a very fine collec- 
tion of portraits. 

In Hadham Parva Church is an inscription to the me- 
mory of Arthur Lord Capel, Baron of Hadham, beheaded for 
his loyalty to Charles I. 

Of Hadham Magna were Rectors, Alexander Nowell, 
sealons protestant, and William Stanley, Dean of St Asaph. 

At Hatpibld House resided Prince Edward, afterwards 
Edward VL ; Princess Elizabeth, afterwards Queen ; and 
RoV^rt Cecil, Earl of Salisbury, to whom there is a monu- 
ment in the church. In the house is a curious painting, on 
panel, of Henry VIII. and Anne Boleyn, at a country wake, 
or feir, on the Surrey side of the river Thames, opposite the 
Tower of London. 

Ib Hertford Castle were confined John King of France, 
and David King of Scots ; and here died, in 1362, Joan, his 
queen, sister to Edward III. It was successively possessed 
by Joan of Navarre, Catharine of France, and Margaret of 
Anjou, queens of Henry IV. V. and VI. 

OfHiTCHiNwas Vicar, Mark Hildesley, Bishop of Sodor 
and Man. — ^The altar-piece in the church is by Rubens. 

HuNSDON House was the residence of Mary I., Elizabeth, 
mod Edward VI. With the royal children was educated 
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Lady Elizabeth Fitzgerald, the Earl of Surrey's " fair Oe^ 
raldine." — ^In the Church is the monument of Chief Justice 
Sir Thomas Forstcr. 

At loKLEPORD Church was buried in 1780, Henry Bos- 
well, King of the Gipsies, aged 90. 

At King's Lanolet were buried Piers Gaveston, the fa- 
vourite of Edward II. ; Edmund of Langley, son of Edward 
III. with his wife Isabel, daughter of Pedro, King of Castile ; 
and Richard II. whose body was afterwards removed to 
Westminster iJy order of Henry V. 

Moor Park was the seat of the beautiful Lucy Haring- 
ton. Countess of Bedford; of Anne, wife of the unfortunate 
Duke of Monmouth ; and of Lord Anson, the circumnaviga- 
tor. The latter planted in his kitchen-garden here the apri- 
cot, from that circumstance called "the Moor Park." 

Of Much Munden was Rector, John Lightfoot, Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambridge, and distinguished divine. 

In North Mihs Church is the monument of the patriot 
Lord Chancellor Somers. 

Pelham Furneaux was the vicarage of the eminent di- 
vine Charles Wheatley, who died there in 1742. ♦ 

In RicKMANBWORTH ChuVch was buried the translator 
Henry Carey, Earl of Monmouth. 

RoYSTON has given its name to the "hoodedcrow," 
or "corvus comi^," of Linnaeus. — According to Holin- 
shed, wheat in the time of Henry VI. was so plentiful as 
to be sold in this town at I2d. the quarter.— To Royston, 
King James frequently came for the amusement of hunting 
and shooting of dotterails, birds in great abundance upon the 
open downs. The house is still standing. Here he signed 
the warrant for the apprehension of his favourite Car, Earl 
of Somerset.— In the Church is an uprightstone to Mr. Henry 
Andrews., the author of Moore's Almanack, and calculator 
to the Stationers' Company, who died January 26, 1820, 
aged 76. 
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St. Alban'8, the ff'at&igeester, or City on the WatHng 
Street, of the Saxons, was named from St Alban, the proto* 
martyr of Britain, buried in the neighbourhood about 303.— ^ 
The Abbots of St. Alban's were authorized by a grant from 
Pope Adrian IV. to take precedence of all others in England. 
Richard de Wallingfbrd, the great mathematician, who made 
a wonderful clock, and wrote a book to prevent his work 
being injured, was abbot here. — In its noble Church had se- 
pulture its historian Matthew Paris; Humphrey, the **good 
Duke"" of Gloucester, brother of Henry V. ; and the Lancas- 
trian Peers slain in the first battle of St. Alban's. The dis- 
covery in 1703 of the body of Duke Humphrey, "lying in. 
pickle,^* gave rise to a well-known epigram written by Garrick 
as a soliloquy of the ejHCure Quin. — In St. Michaers Church 
is the monument of the gr^t Francis Bacon, Baron Verulam, 
Viscount St. Alban's, buried J626, who is represented sitting 
in an elbow chair, in a contemplative posture, with an epitaph 
by Sir Henry Wotton. — In St. Peter's Church-yard, lie the 
remains of the amiable poet and physician. Dr. Nathaniel 
Cotton, author of "the Fire-side,'' through whose ability the 
poetCowper was restored to sanity. 

In Sawbridgbworth Church, is the monument of Sir 
Walter Mildmay, Queen Elizabeth's Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Shbnlbt was the rectory of Phillip Fallo, historian of 
Jersey and Guernsey; and of Peter Newcome, historian of 
St. Alban's. 

At Standon, resided Sir Ralph Sadlier, Secretary of 
State, and one of the executors named in the will of Henry 
VIII. : over his tomb in the Church still remains the pole 
of the banner of the King of Scots, which Sir Ralph took- 
at the battle of Musselbergh in 1547.

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I^ough the poeiy on her wedding ring was, '* Iflsurvinef I 
wiU have fioe.^ From the last she experienced very cruel 
treatment, detailed in the *'Gentleman*8 Magazine," toI.

Thbobalds was the seat of the illustrious William Cedl, 
Lord Burleigh, where he was repeatedly risiied by Queen 
Elizabeth. 

Of Thbrfibld were Rectors, John Barwick, Dean of St 
Paul's, and loyalist, who refused the see of Canterbury ; 
Francis Turner, one of the seven Bishops committed to the 
Tower by James II. ; William Sherlock, Master of the Tem- 
ple ; and his son the learned Bishop of London. 

Of Thorlbt were Rectors, the good and learned Bishcp 
Horsley ; and Joseph Warton, scholar and poet. 

So lately as 1751,' at Tring, Ruth Osborne, a reputed 
witch, was submitted by a mob to the water ordeal, and 
drowned, but the most active of the mob were afterwards ex- 
ecuted for the murder. 

AtWxLKBRN, lived Jane Wenham, who, in 1712, was 
tried at Hertford for witchcraft, and agsdnst the opinion of 
the judge (Powell), found guilty and condemned, but waa 
pardoned. 

In Warb Church, were interred Elizabeth, daughter of 
Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Gloucester, foundress of Clare Hall, 
Cambridge ; and the accomplished Sir William Fanshaw, who 
was bom and resided at Ware Park. — ^Thumas Franklyn, 
dramatic writer, was rector here. — At the Saracen's Head Inn 
is a very large antient bedstead, 12 feet square, of curiously 
and elaborately carved oak, with the date 1460 ; but, from 
the style of earring, it cannot be referred earlier than the 
r«ign of Elizabeth. 

In Watford Church are two exceedingly beautiful mar- 
ble monuments to the Morrisons, executed by Nicholas Stone. 
, Welwyn was the rectory, residence, and buriaUplace of 
Dr. Edward Young; and here his "Night Thoughts"*"

were composed. — According to tradition, Welwyn was the 
place at which the Danes were massacred on Hoc Tuesday. 

At Worm LEY, is the monument of that eminent topo- 
grapher and antiquary Richard Gough, with an epitaph 
written by himself. 

Wymondley House is an academy for the education of 
Presbyterian ministers. The celebrated Dr. Philip Doddridge 
was the first tutor. — The Manor is held by the grand ser- 
jeantry that the lord thereof shall be cup-bearer at the King's 
coronation. 

At Yardletburt, Sir Henry Chauncy wrote his His- 
tory of this County.

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Emmenees and Views. The general aspect of the Comitj 
is Tery beautiful, arising from the inequality of the sur- 
face, the diversity of the scenery, and the variety in the 
verdure ; the road from Liondon to Dovor is particularly 
pleasing, on one side the most luxuriant views, and on the 
other extensive prospects of the shipping at the Nore, 
Sheerness, Standgate creek, &c.; Altington KnoU, 329 
feet above level of the sea ; Barham Downs ; Beachbo- 
rough Hill ; Blackheath, amazingly rich prospect ; Bough- 
ton Hill, beautiful views on every side; Boxley Hill; Can- 
terbury, Dane-John Hill ; Chatham Hill, particularly beau- 
tiful and variegated views ; Crowborough Hill, prospect 
over a delightful valley ; Danson Hill, grounds of Mr. J. 
Johnson, striking and beautiful; Dovor Cliffs, whence 
may be clearly seen on a fine day the corresponding cliffs 
of C/alais, and with a powerful glass the public buildings 
of the town ; the keep of Dovor Castle is 469 feet above 
low water, and the views in the neighbourhood are nngu- 
larly varied and beautiful ; Farnborough Church, views 
pleasing and expansive; Folkstone turnpike-gate, 575 
feet above the level of the sea, prospect indescribably beau- 
tiful; Fordwich, scenery rich and varied; Gadshill, 
near Stroud, immortalized by Shakspeare; Goudhurst 
Church tower, a charming view into Surrey and Sussex ; 
Greenwich Observatory, 214 feet high, and One Tree Hill, 
views of the metropolis, &c Hampton and Holwood hills ; 
Ingress, beautiful view of the Thames ; Knowle House ; 
Loose, romantic village; Lympne, prospects of great 
beauty and extent ; Morant's-court Hill, near Sevenoaks ; 
Minster Downs, views hardly exceeded in the kingdom for 
variety and interest ; Oldbury Hill ; Pftddlesworth Hill, 
642 feet high ; Shooter's Hill, 446 feet above low water

455. At Aylesford, the first conflict between the Britons 
under Vortimer, and the Saxons under Hengist, in which 
Catigern brother of Vortimer, and Horsa brother of Hen- 
gist, were slain. Catigern was buried where Kits Coty 
cromlech was erected to his memory, and Horsa at Hor- 
sted, thence so named. 

457> At Crayford, Vortimer defeated by Hengist, who by 
this victory obtained the sovereignty of Kent. 

596. At Ebbs Fleet, landed Augustine with forty Benedic- 
tine monks, sent by Pope Gregory I. to convert the An- 
glo-Saxons. 

597. Ethelbert, King of Kent, baptized at Canterbury by 
Augustin, who in one day baptized 10,000 Anglo-Saxons 
in the river Swale. 

605. At Canterbury, died Augustin, **the apostle of the 
Anglo-Saxons'* and first Archbishop of Canterbury. 

676. Ethelred, King of Mercia, destroyed Rochester, and 
returned home with the plunder. 

6 2 and 694. Synods held at Bapchild, by Archbishop 
^ghtwold and Withred, King of Kent 
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7^ and 747. King Ethelbald held synods at Cliff. 

773. At Otford, Aldric, King of Kent, defeated by Offa, 

King of Mercia. 
800. King Athelard held a synod at Cliff, where, in 824» 

Bemulph, King of Merda, held one. 
832. The Danes made their first descent on this county, in 

the isle of Sheppey. 
837* The Danes wintered in the Isle of Thanet 

838. Danes defeated at Sandwich on sea and land, by Athd- 
stan, Viceroy of Kent under Ethelwulph. 

839. Rochester plundered, and the inhabitants slaughtered 
by the Danes. 

843. The Danes burnt the dty of Canterbury, but were de- 
feated at Hythe, by Oustavus, Governor of Kent. 30,000 
are said to have fallen in tiiis conflict. 

849. The Danes entered the Ise of Sheppey ; and again in 
851 and 854. 

851. At Sandwich, Danes defeated, and nine of their ships 
taken by Athelstan. 

852. Sandwich pillaged and Canterbury destroyed by Danes. 

853. The Danes landed at the Isle of Thanet, and defeated 
Ulcher, Earl of Kent and Huda, Earl of Surrey: the 
latter was slain. 

885. Rochester successfully defended by the inhabitants 
agunst the Danes, until relieved by Alfred, who drove the 
invaders to their ships. 

892. Alfred defeated the Danes at Farnham in Aylesford. 

893. At Milton, the Danes, under Hastings, landed from 
eighty ships. 

918. The Danes besieged in Canterbury by the magnani- 
mous Eliieda . in the siege the city burnt and the Danes 
driven out. 

930. At Faversham, a wittena-gemot, or parliament, held 
by King Athelstan. 
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980, 991, & 995. The Danes committed great depredations. 
986. Etheldred, King of England, laid siege to Rochester, 

and was bribed by St Dunstan to retire. 
993 or 994. Anlaf, the dane, with upwards of ninety ships, 

came to Sandwich, spoiling the coast. 
999. Rochester pillaged, and the inhabitants murdered bjr 

the Danes. 

1006. The Danes landed at the Isleof Thanet; and came 
with a fleet to Sandwich. 

1007. A Danish fleet arrived at Sandwich, and all the coast 
of Kent and Sussex ravaged with fire and sword. 

1008. Etheldred stationed his fleet, to oppose Sweyn, at 
Sandwich. 

1009. Danes wintered at Thanet; they landed at Sandwich, 
and proceeded to Canterbury. 

1011. Canterbury taken, and 8000 persons slain by the 
Danes. — A Danish army encamped on Blackheath. 

1012. At Greenwich, April 19, Alphage, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, murdered by the Danes. 

1013. In July, Sweyn, with a strong fleet, remained for 
some days at Sandwich, before sailing northward. 

1014. At Sandwich, Canute, on leaving England, put on 
shore his English hostages, after cutting off their hands, 
ears, and noses. 

1016. Canute landed at Sandwich with the army which fi- 
nally seated him on the English throne. — At Gillingham, 
Canute defeated by Edmund Ironside. He collected the 
remains of his army in the Isle of Sheppey. 

1039. Hardicanute landed a great army at Sandwich, from 
sixty ships. 

1046. The Danes under Lothen and Hyrling committed 
• great slaughter at Sandwich. 

1049. Edward the Confessor resided at Sandwich a consi* 
derable time. 

1052. Edward the Confessor fitted out a fleet at Sandwich 
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to oppose Earl Goodwin, then on hb return from baniik- 
ment, and his sons, who, in the same year, came into the 
harbour, and sailed through the channel of the Wantsom 
towards London. He burnt the town and palace of Mil- 
ton to ashes ; and died the following jear. 

1088. Rochester Castle, under Eustace, Earl of Boulogne, 
and the partisans of Odo, Bishop of Baieux, taken after a 
nege of six weeks by William Rufus. To insure success, 
Rufus issued a proclamation *' that whosoever would not 
be reputed a niding [Qu. a dastardly fellow ?], should re- 
pair to the siege of Rochester.** 

11 90. Rochester nearly destroyed by fire, whilst Henry the 
First, with the Archbishop of Canterbury, was there to 
attend the consecration of the cathedral. 

1137* Rochester again on fire. 

1141. Robert, Earl of Oloucester, natural son to Henry I^ 
and general to the Empress Maud, (taken at Winchester), 
sent a close prisoner to Rochester castle. 

1154. October 25, died King Stephen at Dovor castle. 

1156. Henry II. at Dovor, in his way to Normandy. 

1161. Canterbury consumed by fire. 

1164. Archbishop Thomas a Becket, in his flight, sailed 
from Sandwich; and landed there on his return in 1170. 

1170. In Canterbury Cathedral, at the foot of the altar, 
December 29, Thomas a Becket murdered by Reginald 
Fitz Urze, William de Tracey, Hugh de Moraville, and 
Richard Brito. 

1172. At Canterbury, Henry II. walked barefoot to the 
shrine of St Thomas a Becket, and was scourged by the 
monks of St Augustin. 

1178. Henry II. agun visited Beckefs shrine, on his return 
from Normandy; as also in 1180. 

1179. The dty of Rochester, and the Cathedral eastward of 
nave, destroyed by fire. — Lewis, King of France, landed 
at Dovor as a pilgrim, and was met by King Henry,

1212. Ki^ John encamped on Barham Downs wiA an 
army of 60,000 men, to oppose the threatened French in- 
vasion. 

1213. Near Dovor, at Swingfidd, the house of the Kni^hte 
Templars, John resigned his crown to the Pope, layinir 
It at the feet of Pindulph the Pope's legate. 

1215. Rochester Castle, under WiUiam de Albiai and the 
Barons, after a si<^e of three months, taken by John, who 
ordered all the common soldiers to be hanged. 

1216. At Stonar, Lewis the Dauphin, with his army de- 
barked from his fleet of 680 vessels, and advanced to Ro- 
Chester, which he took, and then proceeded to London.^ 
Dovor Castle, with a garrison of only 140 men, success- 
fully defended by Hubert de Burgh, against Lewis the 
Dauphin. 

1217. The Cinque Ports fleet, under Hubert de Burrfi 
totally defeated the French fleet off Calais, ' 

1235. The marriage of Isabel, sister of Henry HI., with 
the Emperor Frederick solemnized by proxy at Dartford. 

1251. Henry IIL held a solemn tournament at Rochester. 

1255. Henry, after concluding a peace with Spain, returned 
through France, and landed at Dovor. 

1259. Richard, King of the Romans, landed at Dovor, and 
swore to assist the Barons in their reformation.

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1264. The Earl of Ldoester attacked Rochester Castle, but 
was obliged to retire, after taking the city and spoiling- 
the church and abbey, to defend London, threatened by 
Henry. 
1295. DoTor Castle greatly damaged by the French.

1347* After the surrender of Calds, the King embarked at 
Sandwich, 12 Oct. — ^His son Lionel, Duke of Clarence, Re- 
gent in his absence, kept a public Christmas at Eltham. 
1349. The King sailed from Sandwich, in quest of a fleet 

of Spanish pirates. 
1357. Edward the Black Prince landed at Sandwich with 
his prisoners, John King of France, and his son Philip. 
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1359. Edward came to Stonar, October 11 : on the 28th, 
embarked at Sandwich for Calais.

1384. Sandwich fortified against the French. 

1386. Leo, King of Armenia, sumptuously entertained at 
Eltham by Richard II. 

1389. Richard II., his Queen, and court, entertained at St. 
Augostin's, Canterbury, by Abbot Welde, from the oc- 
taves of the Ascension, to the morrow of the Holy Trinity. 

1396. Richard II., with his uncles of York and Gloucester, 
and a large train of nobility, embarked at Dovor, on a 
virit to the French King. 

140O. On Blackheath, Henry IV. met Manuel Palsolog^s, 
Emperor of Constantinople, who came to solicit assistance 
against Bajazet, Emperor of the Turks. 

1406. Henry IV. retired to Leeds Castle, on account of the 
plague in London.

Rose Inn, Sittingbouroe, by J<^kn Norwood, esq. 

1429. Henry VI. kept his Christmaa at Eltham. 

1441. At Leeds Castie, Chichele, Ardibishop of Canter- 
bury, presided in the process against Eleanor, wife of 
Humphrey *'the good'' Duke of Olouoester, for sorcery 
and witohcrafL 

1450. At Blackheath, encamped the insurgents under Jack 
Cade, the pretended Mortimer ; whence, on the approach 
of Henry VI. with 15,000 men, they retired to Seyenoaks, 
where they defeated and slew Sir Humphry Stafford, and 
his brother William, who commanded a detachment of the 
royal army : after this. Cade re-encamped on Blackheath, 
and then entered London. — ^The Duke of Suffolk, being 
banished the country, was seized at sea off Dovor, and be- 
headed. His scull was discovered in July 1810, in digging 
a cellar to the City of Antwerp Inn, Dovor. 

1451. On Blackheatii, February 23, a great number of 
Cade's deluded followers craved pardon of the King, on 
their knees. 

1452. Richard, Duke of York, encamped at Dartford Brent 
while Henry VI. was encamped at Blackheath. 

1457. Sandwich burnt by '4000 French, under Marshal de 
Breeze. 

1471. On Blackheath, Thomas Neville, the bastard Falcon- 
bridge, encamped his army of 17,000 men, whence he ad- 
vanced to Southwark, but was repulsed by the citizens in 
an assault on London. The followers of Falconbridge 
fort^ed themselves in the castle at Sandwich, but, on the 
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approach of the King, thej submitted, with thirteen ihips 
in the haven. 

1474. At Blackheath, the citizens of London met Edward 
IV. «s he returned from France. 

1475. The King sailed from Sandwich with one of the finest 
armies that had ever passed from Britain to the Continent. 

1483. Edward IV. kept his Christmas at Eltham. 

1491. Henry VII. embarked at Dovor to besiege Boulogne. 

1495. On Blackheath, encamped the Cornish insurgents, 
where they were surprised by the Earl of Oxford, 2000 of 
them slain, and their leaders, James Touchet, Lord Aud- 
ley; Thomas Flammock, a lawyer ; and Michael Jos^h, 
a farrier ; were taken, and shortly afterwards executed. 

1510. At Greenwich, June 3, Henry VIII. married to Ca^ 
tharine of Arragon. 

1511. Mayl to % were grand tournaments at Greenwich, 
at which the King, Sir Edward Howard, Charles Bran- 
don, and Edward Neville, challenged all comers. 

1513. Henry VIII. embarked at Dovor, on board the 
Cinque Ports fleet, and left his Queen, Catharine of Arra* 
gon, in the castle« — He kept his Christmas at Greenwich, 
when was the first masquerade ever seen in England. 

1515. On her return from France, Mary, Queen Dowager 
of France, and sister of Henry VIII., viuted Faversham. 
— ^May 13, at Greenwich, she was married to Charles 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk. — Henry kq>t his Whitsuntide 
and Christmas at Eltham. 

1517* A splendid tournament at Greenwich. 

1519. A grand entertainment given by the Archbishop, in 
his palace at Canterbury, to Henry VIII , the Emperor 
Gharies V«, and the Queens of France and Arragon. — 
Henry at Faversham with his Queen, Wolsey, &c. — ^The 
Pope*s Legate, and the French embassy, met on Blackheath 
with great state* 
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1520. At DoTor, May 16, landed from Coninna, the Em- 
peror Charles V. on a visit to Henry VIII. — ^The King 
was at Aldrington with Anne Boleyn. 

1521. 1525, and 1527. The King kept his Christmases at 
Greenwich. 

1522. Charles V., on his second visit, had an interview with 
Henry at Rochester, June 2. — ^Henry was at Faversham 
this year. 

1526. Henry kept his Christmas at Eitham. 

1536. At Greenwich, May 1, Queen Anne Boleyn arrested. 

1539. At Deal, December 27, landed Anne of Cleves ; at 
the Crown Inn, Rochester, she was privately visited by 
Henry VIII. On Blackheath, received with great pomp 
by the King and citizens of London ; and at Greenwich 
married. 

1543. At Greenwich, Henry VIII. entertained twenty-one 
Scotch noblemen, taken prisoners at the battle of Solway 
Moss, and gave them their liberty without ransom. — ^The 
Archbishop's palace at Canterbury burnt, and in it Cran- 
mer's brother. 

1544. Henry VIII., on his way to the Continent, enter- 
tained at Ford by Archbishop Cl*anmer. 

1545. Henry VII 1. at Faversham. 

1553. At Greenwich, July 6, died Edward VI.— He kept 
his previous Christmas here. 

1554. At Maidstone, January, commenced the insurrection 
under Sir Thomas Wyat, against the marriage of Mary 
with Philip II. of Spain. He made an unsuccessful attack 
on Cowling Castle. 

1556. At Rochester, in April, John Harpole and John 
Beach burnt alive as heretics. — Queen Mary at Eitham. 

1560. Several persons executed at Canterbury for witch- 
craft. 

1573. Queen Elizabeth, in her progress this year, visked 
many places in Kent: among others, Rochester, where

she passed four 'days at the Crown Inn; Faversham; 
Sandwich; and Canterbury, where she was entertained 
for several days by Lord Cobham, at his palace on the site 
of St. Augostin^s Abbey. 

1575. Queen Elizabeth stopped some days at Dovor Castle, 
and repaired the walls and towers. 

1581. April 4, Elizabeth visited Sir Frands Drake on board 
his ship " the Golden Hind,** which had circumnavigated 
the globe. 

1588. Elizabeth at Sandgate Castle. — ^One of the ships fur- 
nished by Dovor to resist the Spanish armada, decoyed the 
great Galleas of Spain upon the flats, and afterwards en* 
gaged and burnt her. 

1604. James I. visited Chatham; and agun in 1606. 

1625. The nuptials of Charles I. with Henrietta Maria con- 
summated at St. Augustin's Canterbury, June 13. The 
King met her at Dovor. 

1630. Queen Henrietta Maria resided at Tunbridge Wells 
ax weeks. — ^A woman executed at Sandwich for witch- 
craft. 

1641. Canterbury Cathedral attacked by the people, who 
plundered it of its ornaments and brasses. 

164^. Charles I. and Henrietta Maria separated at Dovor 
Castle. The Queen and her daughter embarked for HoU 
land. — Dovor Castle, August 1, surprised by only ten or 
twelve parliamentarians under the command of a merchant 
of Dovor, named Drake. 

1644. A woman executed at Sandwich for witchcraft. 

1 648. Dartford Brent was the rendezvous of Fairfax's army . 
—At Maidstone, the royalists under Sir John Mayney 
and Sir William Brockman defeated by General Fairfaxt 
who confined Sir William in Osterhanger House. — Prince 
Charles came into the Downs, in August, with a consider, 
able fleet. He captiued several merchantmen, attacked the 
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FurliamenUriaiu under Coload lUch at Deal; was re- 
pulsed ; aod at last aet sail for Holland. — ^Tbe ^ales of 
Canterbury burnt, and a breadi nude in the walls for the 
Ptoliamentarians to enter. — Colonel Rich raised the siege 
of Dovor Castle. 

1651. The Lord Protector at Sandwich. 

1657. Henry Crispe, an infirm iAd gentleman, fordbly 
seised in his house at Quex, and taken to Bruges in Flan- 
ders, where he was detained eight months, till the sum of 
£3000. was paid for his rmasom: one of the means adopted 
to raiie money for Charles II. 

1660. At Dovor, May 25, restoration of Charles IL who 
landed with his brothers, the Dukes of York and Ok>u- 
oester.— Charles slept three nights at Lady Wotton's 
palace at Canterbury.^May 28, die royal party at Ro- 
chester.^The King visited and dined with the Mayor 
at Faversham. — Charles II., the Duke of York, Prince 
Rupert, and the Earl of Sandwich, came to Sandwich, and 
thenoe to Deal. 

1665. The plague brought to Dovor by a servant ; and 900 
died. It raged at Rochester. 

1667. Sheemess fort taken, and the shipping in the Med- 
way burnt by the Dutch fleet under Admiral de Rujrter. 

1670. Henrietta Maria, Dudiess of Orleans, came to Dovor, 
and was there entertained by her brother Charles II. for a 
fortnight. — Queen Katharine came to Sandwich with a 
great train. 

1672. Princess Msria d'Este landed at Dovor, June21,and 
married that evening in the Castle, by the Bishop of Ox- 
ford, to the Duke of York, afterwards James II. 

1688. At Sheemess, in December, James H. was seized on 
board a small vessel bound for France, and conveyed by 
Ciq>tain William Avis to Faversham. He stopped aJM>ut a 
week at Rochester, and then embarked on board a tender 
for Ambleteuse. 
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1692. An earthquake felt at Dovor, Deal, Sandwich, and 
other places on the coast. 

1691. King William went from Gravesend to tJie Hi^ue, 
January 16. 

1727. The greater part of the town of Gravesend, includ- 
ing the church, was destroyed hy fire. 

1734. The Prince and Princess of Orange embarked at 
Gravesend, April 22, for Holland. 

1762. A large male whale of the spermaceti kind found at 
Broadstairsin February; its length 61 feet. 

1763. A large live whale driven on shore at Sea Salter, in 
December, being 56 feet long. 

1768. Christian VII., King of Denmark, landed at Dovor, 
on a visit to England. He slept at Rochester on his way 
to London. — Great fire at Rochester. 

1779. George III. and Queen Charlotte entertained at Leeds 
Castle, in November, by Lord Fairfax. 

1781. At Faversham, a dreadful explosion occasioned by 
the ignition of 7000 pound weight of gunpowder, which 
destroyed many lives, and tore the coming-mill and dust- 
ing-house of the royal works to atoms. 

1799. The Duke of York embarked and re-landed at Mar- 
gate, on his way to and from Holjand. — A general review 
of the Kentish yeomanry and volunteers by George ID. 
and the Prince of Wales, at Lord Romney's, Mote Park, 
when a grand dinner was given to the Kentish Volunteers. 

1814. From Dovor, in April, Louis XVIII. embarked to 
resume the sceptre of his ancestors.^ At Dovor, June 6, 
landed Alexander I. Emperor of Russia, and Frederick 
William III. King of Prussia, on a visit to the Prince 
Regent — In July, landed Prince Platoff, Marshal Blucfaer, 
and the Duke of Wellington. 

1819. The Persian Ambassador and the fair Circassian 
landed at Dovor. 
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1820. June 5, Caroline Queen of Oeor^e IV. accompanied 
by Alderman Wood, landed at Dovor, to claim lier rights 
as Queen-consort of England.

MISCELLANEOUS OBSERVATIONS. 



The motto ** Invicta,'' to the arms of Kent, alludes to 
the fact that this part of England never has been subdued. — 
This County is the only one which preserved its right to 
gavelkind, or the equal distribution of all landed property 
among all the sons on the death of the father. — The Islands 
of Kent are Elmeley near Faversham ; Graine ; Harty ; 
Oxney ; Sheppey ; and Thanet. 

Of Aldington was Rector the learned Erasmus, of 
Rotterdam. 

In Ash FORD Church are many old and curious monu- 
nients to the Smyths, lords of Westerhanger, of whom was 
the Lady Dorothy Sydney, the Sacharissa of Waller. 

At Aylbsford was established the first house of the 
Carmelite Friars, who were brought into England in 1240, 
by Lords John Vesey and Richard Grey. — In the Church 
was buried Sir Paul Rycaut, the Oriental traveller. 

A bonfire made on Beachborouoh Hill is visible from 
Bome parts of the coast of France. 

Bbckenham was the residence of Charles Brandon, Duke 
of Suffolk; and of Edward King, author of *<Munimenta 
Antiqua.'' — In its Church is the monument of Mrs. Clarke, 
with an epitaph by Gray; and here were buried William 
Style, author of " Reports," and the brave naval officer. Sir 
Piercy Brett. 

At Bex LET, resided John Thorpe, editor of « Custumale 
Roffensc,'' fi-om 1750 till his death in 1789.— The Manor 
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was the prc^)ertj of Camden the antiqaarj, and bequeathed 
bj him for the endowment of a History professorship at 
Oxford. 

. At BiDDENDBN, two maiden sisters, twins, Mary and 
Eliza Chalkhurst, commonly called '* the Biddenden Maids,'' 
bequeathed twenty acres of land, the rent to be liud out in 
bread, and gfiven to the poor on Easter Monday and Tues-» 
day. Cakes were formerly given, stamped with the figures 
of the nst^rs connected by a band. . 

B1SHOP8BOUBNB was the rectory, residence, and burial- 
place of "the judicious'' Hooker ; and in the rectorial house 
his '* Ecclesiastical Polity" was composed. 

Bobbing was the vicarage of the execrable Titus Qates. 

In Borden Church is the monument of Dr« Plot, author 
of the Natursd Histories of Oxford and Stafford shires. 

BoxLBY Church contains a curious monument of the 
Whyatt family, recording a tyrannical act of Richard III. 
towards one of its members suspected of high treason. 

In Bromley Church were interred Walter de Hinche, 
John Young, John Buckeridge, and Zachary Pearce, Bishops 
of Rochester ; Dr. Hawkesworth, with an inscription on his 
monimieht, concluding with the last pathetic lines of his 
*' Adventurer ; " and Mizabeth, wife of Dr. Samuel Johnson. 
— In the Church^yard is an excellent epitaph, by Hawkes- 
worth* on Elizabeth Monk.—^In the Palace, in 1261, was. 
murdered Bp. Thomas Ford, a learned prelate — ^The College 
now accommodates forty widows of clergymen, who have 
£90. 10«. each, per annum. 

Canterbdry Cathedral and See was founded in 597» by 
Ethelbert, King of Kent, and Auguslin the Apostle of the 
Anglo-Saxons, and dedicated to our Saviour. It was made 
the Metropolitan See of all England, in 629, by Pope Boni- 
face. In it were buried Edward the heroic Black Prince, 
Henry IV., his Queen Joan of Navarre, and his second solk. 
Thoma^ Duke of Clarence. Among the more eminent of its 

h2 
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Archbtth<^ that hftd sepulture bere, but of whom no mo- 
numentB remain, are Odo, Dunstan, Lanfranc, Ansebn, 
Langton, and Arundel, llie tombs of Archbishops Theo* 
bald, Peckfaam, Warham, Rejmoids, Meopham» Stratford* 
Bradwardin, Sudbury, Chichele, Kemp, Bourchier, Morton, 
and Pole, who was the last Archbishop buried in this Cathe- 
dral, still remain. The shrine in which were deposited the 
bones of Thomas di Becket was of gold, omamentBd with 
the most valuable jewels. In one near, whilst the oflBrings 
at the altar of Christ were £0. 0#. Oc/.; at the altar of 
the Virgin, onlj £4. 1«. Sd. ; those at the shrine of tills 
saint were £954. 6«. 3d, ! — ^In the undercroft of the Cathe* 
dral, the art of silk-weaving was first practised in England, 
hf some Walloons, bj grant of Queen Elizabeth, in 1568. — 
In the cathedral, are monuments of the celebrated organist, 
Orlando Gibbons; Dean Wotton; Odo Colignie, Cardinal 
Chastillion ; and of the learned Meric Casaubon, who was 
first canon of this Cathedral, and rector of Ickham : also a 
cenotaph for Admiral Sir George Rooke, who was buried in 
St. Paul's Church in this city. — In part of the roof of the 
crypt is a figure, designed for the Almighty, seated with a 
wheel, and an open book in hb left hand* — ^In the Library ia 
a curious black marble table, inlaid with thestory of Orpheus 
playing to the beasts. — ^In Si. AugusOne^s Abbejfy had sepul- 
ture Ethelbert and his Queen Bertha ; most of his successors 
in the kingdom of Kent ; St Augustine, and the nine sue* 
ceeding Archbishops of Canterbury. — In St Margate fs 
Church is the monument of the historian Somner. — In Si. 
DunstarCs Church, in the suburbs, is preserved the skull of 
Lord Chancellor Sir Thomas More, placed near to the coffin 
of his favourite daughter, Margaret, wife of William Roper, 
esq. who obtained it after its exposure on London bridge, 
that it might be buried with her. — Of St, Sepulchre's was 
ESiizabeth Barton, ** the Holy Maid of Kent,'' executed for 
pretended prophecy. — In 1586, three persons dwelling in SL 
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Andrevo'ti irere presented *' for keeping open shop, they being 
unmarried, and under the age of thirty years " — In this 
city, was the first house of Frandscan, Grey, or Minor Friars 
in England : they came over in 1224. — In the King's school 
were educated Dr. William Hanrey, discoverer of the circula- 
tion of the blood ; and Lord Chancellor Thurlow. — ^Temp. 
Henry III. Frances de Balsham had a free pardon, "for thslt 
she was hanged for felony at Canterbury, from 9 o'clock on 
Monday to the rising of the sun next day, and yet escaped 
with life.'" — ^A new ducking or eucking stool provided in 
1520. 

At Chalk, among other curious sculptures, is that of a 
man holding a jug with both hands, apparently going to 
drink to a mountebank or tumbler performirg above him. 

At Charlton, in 1678, died Henry Oldenburgh, author 
of "Transactiots of the Royal Society;'' and Dr. Robert 
Hooke, geometrician and mechanic. — Here is held the fair, 
called ** Horn Fair" traditionally owing its origin to a pe- 
nance inflicted on King John by a person detecting him wilii 
his wife. 

In Chatham Church-yard was discovered in 1772 a petri- 
fied human hand, grasping the brass hilt of a sword. 

Chi DDiNG STONE, t. €. "the chiding stone,*" is so called 
firom a remarkable stone standing upon a base of two steps 
in the park on the south side of the village. 

Chilham Church has the monument of Sir Dudley Digges. 

At Chislehurst, Camden used to pass his summers, and 
here his " Annals of Elizabeth" were principally composed. 
— ^In the Church is the monument of Sir Philip Warwick, 
author of " Memoirs of Charles I. ; '* and here was interred 
Dr. Wollaston, physician and experimental philosopher, 
who died Dec. 22, 1828. 

Cowling Castle was the property of Sir John Oldcastle, 
Lord Cobham» the first martyr of rank for the doctrines of 
WickUffe^ 
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la Dartpord Church is the monument of Sir John Spiel- 
man, a Qerman, who, in the rei^ of Elisabeth, first intro- 
duced the manufacture of paper into this country. 

DspTPORD was the occasional residenoe of the Earl of 
Nottingham, Elizabeth's Lord High Admiral ; and of Cow- 
ley the poet, who composed his '* Six Books on Plants'" in 
this towud — Sayes Court was the seat of the naturalist, John 
Evelyn, author of " Sylva,'' who in 1698 lent it to the Czar 
Fteter the Great, then studyiDg" naval ardiitecture at the ad- 
joiningc dock yard« — ^In 1676, was buried Catharine Perry, 
aged 110 ; and in 1593, Christopher Marlowe, dramatic wri- 
ter, ** slaine,'' says the register, '* by Ffrands Archer/' In 
the Church is the monument of the drcumnavigator Captain 
George Shelvocke. — ^This town among the old botanists gave 
name to a pink, the Caryophiiu* pratensis of Linmeus. 

At DoYOR, called ** clavis et repagulum totius r^ni,'' or 
the lock and key of the whole realm, is a well known piece of 
brass ordnance, 24 feet long, called ''Elizabeth's pocket pis- 
tol,'" which was cast at Utrecht in 1544, and presented by the 
States of Holland to that Queen. — This is the station for the 
post office packets to France i the shortest time of passing 
is two hours and a l^f. — ^In the Church-yard of St 
Martin, lie the remunf of the satirist John Churchill, who 
has a cenotaph to his memory in St. Mary's Church, with this 

inscription: 

'* Life to the iMt enjoyed, 

Here Churchill lies. — CanoidatC.'* 

There is also a monument for the comedian Samuel Foote, 
who died here in 1777* — ^The ancestors of Gibbon the histo- 
rian were seated at Westcliff near this town. — ^December 11, 
1810, a fall of the diff in Si)argate-street, destroyed a house 
and killed seven persons, ^t the foot of the diff was an ex- 
cavation used as a pigstye, in which was a pig. This was en- 
tirely closed up, and sot opened for five months and nine 
days, when the pig was found alive! very emaciated, but 
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lively.— The faim of Archer's Court is held by the singfular 
tenure of supporting the King's head when he crosses the 
channel, should he be seasick. — In St James's Church is oc- 
eaaonally held the Courts of Chancery and Admiralty for 
the Onque Ports. 

East Barming was the rectory of the Rev. Mark Noble, 
continuator of Granger, and historian of the Cromwells. 

At Eastwell, lived for 60 years, and died in 1550, Ri- 
chard Flantagenet, natural son of Richard III. He worked 
as bricklayer at the buil(ting of Sir Thomas Moyle's house, 
and was always reading latin books in his leisure, a circum- 
stance which led to his discovery. 

Eltham Palace was the frequent residence of many of our 
Kings before Henry VIII. Here, in 1311, died Anthony 
Bee, Bishop of Durham, and Patriarch of Jerusalem. — In 
this parish, is Shooter's Hill, on which is Severn Droogcastie, 
a lofty tower erected by Lady James in 1756, to commemo- 
rate the capture of a fortress near Bombay. — Eltham was the 
residence of the parliamentarian general, the Earl of Essex, 
who died there in 1^46 ; the eccentric republican, CoL John 
Lilburne, who died a quaker therein 1657; of the famous 
painter Sir Anthony Vandyck ; and Dr. James Sherrard and 
his brother William, who founded a botanical garden, and a 
catalogue of whose plants, in two volumes folio, was pub- 
lished by DUlenius, under the titie of " Hortus Elthamensis.'" 
— In 1721 9 died here, Thomas Doggett, the comedian, whose 
coat and badge is rowed for annually on August 1. — In the 
Church was buried its vicar. Dr. Owen, translator of Juvenal, 
and Sir William James, captor of Severn Droog. In the 
Church-yard is the tomb of Bishop Home, conunentator on 
the Psalms. 

At Favbrsham, Feb. 15, 1550, Thomas Ardern, gent, 
was murdered in his own house by his wife Alice, her para- 
mour Thomas Moresby, and some hired assassins. This mur- 
der was the subject of " Ardern of Faversham, a true tra- 
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gcdy/* printed in 1592, whidi hns been attributed to Shak»# 
peare. — ^In the Abbej, were interred its founder St^[»hen, 
Ills Queen Maud, and their son Eustace. — Here the tvro 
Roman Munts, Crispin and Crispinus, are said to hare been 
bound apprentices to a shoemaker. 

In FoLKSSTONB Church is a poetical epiti^b, bj Dr. 
Lang^horne, to the memorj of his brother William Lang- 
home, who died curate of that place. 

At Ford was a palace of the Archbishops of Canterbury, 
demolished about 1658. Cranmer frequently resided here. 

To the Corporation of FoBDWiCH, Admiral Graydon, once 
Mayor, presented a gilt mace, made of the Spanish dollars 
which fell to his share at the taking of Porto Bello. 

AtG^DSHiLL, near Rochester, Shakspeare makes Sir John 
Palstaff and his companions attack the Sandwich carriers and 
auditors carrying money to the king's exchequer. It was 
subsequently a noted place for robbing seamen just paid. 
The Danish Ambassador robbed here in 1656. 

At GODM SR8HAM, for Several years, resided the antiquary 
Dr. Samuel P^ge. 

In GooDNESTON Church was buried Sir John Boys, the 
brave defender of Donnington Castie, Berks. 

Greenwich was the frequent residence of Eklward IV. 
(whose son, Richard Duke of York was here married to Anne 
Mowbray, daughter of the Duke of Norfolk), of Henry VII. 
Henry VIII. Elizabeth, James I. Charles I. and Charles II. 
— In 1737, Dr. Johnson lodged in this town, and composed 
great part of his '* Irene'' whilst walking in the park. — ^At 
Greenwich were buried Thomas Tallys, father of the church 
style of music ; William Lambarde, the topographer, who 
composed his <* Perambulation of Kent'' whilst residing at 
Westcombe in this parish; Samuel Squire, Bishop of St. 
David's, who was vicar of this place ; Robert Newcourt, au- 
thor of "Repertorium Londinense ; " General Wolfe, th,e 
conqueror of Quebec, to whose memory is a cenotaph at 
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Westerham, his native place; Lavinia, Duchess of Bolton, 
the original Polly Peachum of Gay ; and (in the cemetery of 
the Hospital) the Rev. Nicholas Tindal, the translator aiMi 
continuator of Rapin^ — In this town died the brave naval 
officers Sir Richard Stainer, in 1062; Sir John Lawson, In 
1665; and Sir John Leake, in 1720. Flamsteed, the fir^t 
astronomer-royal, died here in 1719. 

At Hardres are the grates of Boulogne, brought over by 
Sir R. Hardres, who was present at the siege temp. Henry 
VIII. 

In Hawkhurst Church was interred Richard Kilbume, 
author of the "Topographic of Kent.'' 

Hayes Plage was the favourite residence of the great 
Lord Chatiiam. 

Hbrnb was the vicarage of the martjnr Ridley, afterwards 
Bishop of London ; and of John Duncombe, author of ** An- 
tiquities of Reculver and Heme.*' 

Hbyer Castle was the residence of Anne Boleyn befove 
her marriage ; and on the decease of her father was seized by 
Henry VIII., who settled it on Anne of Cleres, who died 
there July 15, 1557. 

HoLwooD House, was the favourite retirement of the 
illostrious William Pitt. 

HuNTON was the rectory of Lord George Murray, after- 
wards Bishop of St. David's; Dr. Beattie; and Beilby Por* 
teus. Bishop of London. 

At Hythe, under the Church, is a charnel-house of bones, 
supposed to be the remains of the Britons slain in the despe- 
rate engagement of 455. It is computed that they would 
form 1500 skeletons of full-grown men. 

KiNGSGATE, Isle of Thanct, the seat of Lord Holland, se- 
verely satirized by Oray for its eccentridties ; it has since 

been burnt down. 

At Knowle is a splendid collection of pictures, and his- 
toric and family portraits. 
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Lbs whs the burial-place of the astronomer, Edmund 
Halley, who died at Greenwich, 1742; Nathaniel Bli§8, who 
succeeded Dr. Bradley as astronomer-royal; William Far- 
sona, the comedian ; and John Chamock, historian of marine 
architecture.^Samuel Purchas composed the greater pari of 
his travels, entitled ** Purchas his Pilgrimage,'* in this place. 

At Lbbds Castle, occasionally resided Ridbard II. and 
Henry IV. Here Archbishop Arundel kept his court whOst 
the iniquitous proceedings against Lord Cobham for heresy 
were in prog^ress. It was the prison of Joan of Navarre 
temp. Henry V. 

At Lbnham u a remarkable inscription, stating that Ro- 
bert Thompson, esq. was grand-child to Mary Honywood, 
wife of Robert Honywood, of Charing, who had at her de- 
cease 367 children lawfully descended from her : 16 of her 
own body, 114 grand-children, 228 of the third generation, 
and nine in the fuurth. She lies buried in this Church, but 
her monument is at Marks Hall, Essex. Here is a stone 
confessional chair. 

Lbwisham was the rectory, residence, and burial-place of 
the learned George Stanhope, Dean of Canterbury, and Vicar 
of Deptford. — ^Here in 1729, died Jane Willuughby, aged 
110; and in 1792, David Henry, many years Editor and 
printer of the " Gentleman's Magaiine.'" — December 26, 
1830, the Church nearly burnt to the ground, and all tlie 
' Registers, from 1550, destroyed. 

In Maidstonb Church was entombed W. Courtenay, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, disfranchised by Queen Mary for 
adherence to Sir Thomas Wyat. 

MiNSTBR was the vicarage of Dr. Meric Casaubon, the 
younger; Henry Wharton, compiler of *' AngliaSacra;'' 
and John Lewis, the historian of the Isle of Thanet, who re- 
sided at Margate, and was buried in this Church. 

In MoRDBN College, of which he was chaplain, was in- 
terred Moses Browne, author of ".Piscatory Eclogues/' 
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At MoTTBNPBN was the first house of Trinitarian or Ma- 
turine friars, who came to England in 1224 ; the same year 
as the Franciscans. — Sir Richard de Rokesbj held lands by 
the serjeantry of being the king's footman when he went to 
Guienne, until he had worn out a pair of shoes to the value 
of four pence. 

Nbwbnpen, now an inconsiderable village, was formerly 
a large sea-port town, destroyed by the Saxons in 491. — 
Here was the first house of the Carmelite Friars. 

In NoNiNGTON, at St Alban's-Court, lived the ancestors 
. of the poet Hammond ; and, at Ratling-Court, the ancestors 
of the poet Cowper. 

At Northboubne was the seat of Sir Edwin Sandys, au- 
thor of " Europae Speculum.'' 

Hie tower of Ospbinoe Church, which was circular, fell 
down in 1695, whilst ringing for the return of King William. 

Otford was the residence of St. Thomas k Becket. 

In Pbnshurst Park stands the oak planted at the birth 
of Sir Philip Sydney, which has been celebrated by Ben 
Jonson and Waller. 

At Quex, William III. used occasionally to abide, till the 
wind favoured his embarkation for Holland. 

In Recultbr Church, now nearly swept away by the 
encroachments of the sea, was the monument of Ralph 
Brooke, York herald, the Zoilus of Camden. From the sea 
may be seen the remuns of coffins, &c. projecting beyond 
the still decreasing embankment. 

Rochester Cathedral was dedicated to St. Andrew, in 
honour of the monastery of St. Andrew at Rome, whence 
Augustine and his forty attendant monks were sent to con- 
vert the Anglo-Saxons.— 'Here is an almshouse founded by 
one of the representatives, with this remarkable inscription : 
<« Richard Watts, esq. by his will, dated 22 August, 1579, 
founded this charity for six poor travellers, who, not being 
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Rogues Of* Proctors, may reoeiTe gn^, for one night, Icdg- 
ingf entertainment, and four •pence each.'" The reason as- 
signed for this aversion to Proctors, is that the one employed 
to make bis will during an illness, from which he recovered, 
had constituted himself heir to his estates. — ^Much land, in 
this and other counties, is held of Rochester Casde by the 
tenure of perfect castle guard: on St. Andrew's day, old 
style, a banner is hung out at the house of the reoeirer of the 
rents, and every tenant neglecting then to discharge his pro- 
per rent, is liable to have it doitbled every time the tide 
passes the adjacent bridge during the time it remains unpaid. 

In the Churchyard of St. Peter's, Thaaet, was buried 
in May, 1742, Richard Joy, the *' English Sampson,'' who 
was drowned at the age of 64. 

Of Sandwich free grammar sdiool was master, Richard 
Kuolles, historian of the Turks. — In the 14th and 15th cen*- 
turies, the usual punishmeift for felons was by drowning, 

Sevenoaks was the residence and burial-place of Thomas 
Farnaby, the schoolmaster and critic. — In the Church is the 
monument of Lambarde, the antiquary, removed hither from 
Greenwich. 

Shoreham was the vicarage for fifty-two years of Dr. 
William Wall, historian of Infant Baptism. 

At Spelduurst, over the porch of the Church, are the 
arms of the Duke i)f Orleans, taken prisoner and detained 
here twenty-five years by Richard Waller, of Oroombridge. 
He contributed liberally to the repairs of the church. 

At Swanscombe, the old custom of decorating the coffins 
and tombs of maidens with nine garlands is still retained.-* 
Here it is supposed the " Men of Kent" surprised William 
the Norman, by sheltering themselves with boughs, and of- 
fered him battle if not allowed their ancient rights, which 
were granted. Hence the motto " Invicta" to the arms of 
the Ccunty. 
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At Teynham, Richard Harris, fruiterer to Henry VIII. 
planted 105 acres of orchard and cherry ground, from which 
it is helieyed that all the cherry gardens and apple orchards 
in the county took their rise. 

At TuNBRiDOE, James Cawthorn, the poet, was Master 
of the Free Grammar School, which situation was lately held 
by thei essayist Vicesimus Knox. — In this neighbourhood 
lived the ancestors of the poet Waller. — Somerhill was the 
residence of the Parliamentarian General Lambert; and 
Mount Sion, of the essayist and dramatic writer Richard 
Cumberland. 

At Walmer Castle, as Warden of the Cinque Ports, oc- 
casionally resided William Pitt, who was also Colonel of 
the Cinque Ports Volunteer Cavalry. 

At Waterinobury, in 1562, was buried Thomas Soothe, 
aged 112. 

At Westerham, at Quebec House, was born General 
Wolfe ; and here is a pillar to his memory with an appro- 
priate inscription. In the Church is a monument to the 
General. 

West Wickham was the residence and burial-place of 
Gilbert West, translator of Pindar, who was often visited by 
Lord Lyttelton and the Earl of Chatham. There is a walk 
at Wicldiam made by the latter ; and, what is of far greater 
importance, at this place Lyttelton received that conviction 
wliich produced his "Dissertation on St. Paul.'' 

Wilmington was the vicarage and residence of the anti- 
quary Samuel Denne, who was buried in Rochester Cathe- 
dral. 

. In Woolwich Church is a monument to Richard Leake, 
Master-gunner of England. 

In Wye Church, was buried John Sawbridge, the political 
alderman, and brother of the Republican historian, Mrs. 
Macauley Graham.

51 B*C. Csesar came up to Cowaj Stakes, vliere CasuTe- 
laonus had fortified the banks, and had placed stakes in 
the river to prevent his passage. 

568 A.D. Ceaulin, King of Wessex, and fithelbert. King 
of Kent, fought at Wimbledon, in which the latter was 
defeated, and two of his generals, Oslac and Cnebba* slain. 

784. Kenulph, King of Wessex, while on a visit to one 
of the ladies of his court at Merton, was murdered there 
by Kineard, whom he had ordered into banishment.* 

838. A general council was held at Kingston, at which 
Egbert, the first King of all England, his son Athelwolf, 
and all the Bishops and nobles were present. 

85L The Danes, after sacking London, passed into Surrey, 
but were defeated at Ockley with great slaughter, by 
Ethelwolf and his son Ethelbald.t They are supposed to 
have been pursued to Fecham, where, near the bottom of 
Hawkesworth Hill, many of them were killed; for, on 
making the turnpike road from Letherhead to Guildford 
in 17^9 were found the bones of near 20 human bodies, 
a small pike, and some blades of knives. In 1803, about 
18 inches below the surface, were found more bones. If 
these remains cannot be ascribed to that time, it is to be 
inferred, says Mr. Bray, that some battle has been fought

893. The Danes committed great depredations near Godal- 
ming, and made themselves masters of the County. — ^At 
Famham, Alfred defeated them, and wounded their King.* 
%* The following events are not assignable to any parti- 
eular year or years. — ^In Charlewood, at a place formerly 
called Kiiiman-^ridge, but now Timberfaam-biidge, the 
Danes were defeated with great slaughter.

near 600 Normans perished by decimation*

1212. On the 10th of July, a great fire broke out, burnt 
part of the church of Our Lady, and spread itself to the 
north side of London bridge: the south end of the bridge 
likewise became on fire, and the number of persons on the 
bridge were in danger of death when some ships came to 
their relief, but the populace so unadvisedly rushed into 
them, that they were sunk, and the people all perished. 

1215. At RuNNTMEAD, near Egham (which will ever be 
celebrated in the history of England), the confederate 
Barons compelled the odious John, who had in vain re- 
sorted to the most criminal prevarications, to grant the 
Magna Chart a of our liberties. The evening preced- 
ing, the Barons had their meeting at Reigate Castle. 

1216 Louis the Dauphin possessed himself of the castles of 
Guildford on the 9th of June, and received the fealty of 
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tbe Bvons; and Farnham* which was mob aftenrards 
recovered by Henry UL 

I217* Sept. 16, peace conjcladed is Mertoo Abbey bedween 
Henry llh aad Louis tlie Dauphin, through the assistance 
of the Pope's Legate. 

1229, or 1232. Hubert de Burgh, Lord Chief Justioe and 
Earl of Kent, fled to Merton Abbey for sanctuary, having 
incurred the King's displeasure. The King ordered him 
to come before the court and abide the issue of the law ; 
but he refused to quit his asyJum. Upon this, the 
King ordered the Lord Mayor of London to prooeed to 
Merton with aU the citizens that could bear arms to take 
him dead or alive. The citizens, wi& whom he was very 
unpopular, hastened towards Merton, in number about 
20,000; but the King, Ourough t^e intercession of the 
Earl of Chester and ]ffiahop of Wiiv&hestcr, was appeased, 
and the citizens were recalled before they could accomplish 
their revenge. 

1231 . Henry IH. held a solemn Christmas at Lai^tbetii. 

1232, and 1234. Parliaments hdd at Lambeth.

1472. The bastard Falconbridge, with an army of .17.000 
men, went to Kingston in pursuit of Edward IV. ; but 
finding the bridge broken down, retired into St George's 
Fields. He was repulsed by the citizens in an assault on

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was entertained there bj Archbiahop Bourchier, who 
crowned him a few days afterwards at Westminster.

Sir Thomas Wyatt, finding many persons disatis- 
fied with Queen Mary^s intended marriage with Philip of 
Spain, raised a body of men and marched towards London. 
On the 3d of February, he came into Southwark, with 
about 2000 men, by Kent Street and Bermondsey Street 
to St. George's Church. The citizens of London cut down 
the draw-bridge, but the inhabitants of the Borough re- 
ceived him well.

— In Aug. Captain Royden entered Lambeth House with 
200> foot and horse, and took away the arms.-^n Oct. 
the Earl of Essex at Kingston with 3000 men. — ^In No- 
vember^ Sir Richard Onslow went with 'trained bands 
from Southwark to Kingston, but . the inhabitants re- 
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ceived tiiem n^t— -November 8, . Lambetii :iIo|i8e teken 
by the PariiiutieiitariaiiB.— The Earl of £69ex^ a£kr the 
battle of Brentford, Norember i2,.havtiig' del^nmiiedrto 
follow the King mto Surrey, a bridge of boats was con- 
structed between Fulham and Putney, and forts ordered 
to be erected on each side of the river .^-On the 13th, the 
King marched to Kingston with his army.-rrFarnham 
Castle, which had been wdl garrisoned; for: the- Ki«g>by 
Sir John Debenham, the sheriff^ wasbeueged by Sir Wil- 
liam Waller : the castle -blown up Decenriier -28.— ^Fortifi- 
cations thrown -up round .London, including Lambeth and 
Southwark, which were fiiushed with laoredt^.qpetd; 
men; women, and children assisting. 

1642-3. February 19, a most violent and sacrilegious 
outn^e was committed in Lambeth Qiurch by.the soldiers 
who had the guard of Lambeth House^ then a prison, 
at the instigation of Dr. Leighton. They broke into the 
Church with muskets, &c. ; Uure the prayer*book to pieces, 
pulled the minister's surplice . off, and conunitted other 
atrocities to the terror of the congregation, till the water- 
men drove them out. 

1 643; December 1% Sir miliam WaBer drew out his forces 
into a batlmUa.m Farnham Park, and marched: to.

1645. In April, «ome Parliamentarians came into this 
County, and stole above forfy little chiUben, to be sA^t 
away h^ond the *eas. It was said that they wnc to talce 
only malignants' or papists' childrai, whom they would 
ship away for their hetter eduoatmn.in. the. Protetiant 
reHgimtl-'-Cap^saxt Rosing ham*s sohliers were at Kingston. 

1647. A parl^ of Paziiaaientariaiis under the conu^uML^of 
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-Captain Atkinaon, were quartered in Duhrich College, 
for which the College recmved the aum of 19«. M.« a poor 
ncompenoe for the destruction of their organ, &c* They 
took up the leaden coffins in the chapel, and melted than 
into bullets. — Cbeneral Fairfax marched towards London. 
The inhabitants of Southwark sent to offer the surrender 
of the borough to him. A brigade under Colonel Rains- 
borough took possession, and -finding the gates closed and 
fhe portcullis let down at London Bridge, two pieces of 
ordnance compelled the surrender. Fairfiix removed to 
Croydon, and August 10 to Kingston — ^August 2r» when 
the kingdom was divided into three parties, equally jealous 
of eadi other, Cromwell resolving to watch the measures 
of ih.B Parliament, and at the same time have an eye over 
the King, then at Hampton Court, fixed the head-quarters 
of his army at Putney. The officers held their councils in 
the church, and sat round the oommunion-taMe : here, on 
the 1st of November, the propositions for the future go- 
Temment of the kingdom were completed, and thence sent 
to the King at Hampton Court. On the 13th, two days 
after the King had made his removal to the Isle of Wight, 
the army left Putney. — On the 1 8th a grand rendezvoua 
of the army on Ham Common. — ^The ramparts, bastions, 
and other works of fortification, raised in 1642, were now 
destroyed. 

1648. Famham Castle dismantled and rendered indefen- 
sible, by order of the Commons, that it might be no occa- 
aon for endangering the peace of the County. — ^Merton 
Abbey secured by the same authority. — ^The Earl of Hol- 

' land, the Duke of Buckingham, and Lord Francis Villiers 
assembled at Kingston with about 600 horse, with the 
avowed intention of releasing the King, but a party of 
Parliamentarians, under the command of Colonel Pritty, 
being sent from Windsor, a skirmish took place near Sur« 
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biton Common, in which the Earl of HoUand and his 
party were soon defeated, and the <<beautifur' Lord 
Francis Villiers killed. 

1660. On the 29th of May, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
of London met Charles II. in St George's Fields, where a 
magnificent tent was erected, and the King provided with 
a sumptuous collation. 

1684. Charles II. reviewed his forces upon Putney Heath. 

1688. The Prince of Orange was received at Temple Grove> 
East Sheen, by Sir William Temple; and one of the cham- 
bers facing the large pond, and looking at that time down 

. the avenue of fine horse-chesnut trees, still retains the 
name of King William's bed-room. 

1768. The populace were very riotous on account of the 
imprisonment of their favourite John Wilkes, esq. in tfa^ 
King's Bench; during which riot a young man named 
William Allen was killed by one of the.soldiers« 

1780. Lord George Gordon and a body of about 20,000 
persons met in St George's Fields; which meeting was 
the cause of the riots in the City of London. They burnt 
the King*s Bench prison, let loose the prisoners, &c. and 
threatened Lambeth Palace, which the timely interfereno^ 
of the military protected. 

1830. The distressed state of the agricultural labourers un« 
fortunately led them into criminal excesses in many Coun- 
ties; and the acts of the incendiaries were felt in Surrey,

MISCELLANEOUS OBSERVATIONS. 

At Addington, in 1665, there were no burials whatever. 

Of Alburt were Rectors the mathematican Oughtred • 
and Dr. Horsley, afterwards Bishop of St. Asaph. — Ashmole 
the antiquary resided here. 

At AsHTBD, Charles II. visited Sir Robert Howard, the 
dramatist, and the table is still preserved at which he dined. 

At Barnes, Tonson the bookseller, and secretary to the 
Kit Kat Club, had a house during his secretaryship. Ac- 
counts of this Club have several times been published. — Of 
this parish were Rectors Bishops Wilson, Hume, and Hare ; 
Feman de Warner, a celebrated preacher; and Hezekiah 
Burton, who died and was buried here in 1681. — Here re-' 
sided Henry Fielding the novelist ; and, occasionally, Cowley 
the poet. — ^The learned Anne Baynard buried here. — In the 
Church-yard is a monument, inclosed by pales, with rose 
trees growing on each side, to the memory of Edward Rose, 
citizen of London, who died in 1653, and left £20 p^r an-^^ 
num for this purpose^ 
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At Battsbbba, « probably rended St Pfttridc, wheaoe its 
name:'* Aubrey, vol. i. p. 135. — The celebrated Viscount 
BoLiNGBROKB resided and died at his house here.— 'Here 
died in 1703, a^ed 108, Goody Hazelton; and in 1733, aged 
101, William Abbots. — ^In the Church is a beautiful monu- 
ment to Henry Viscount Bolingbroke and his second wife, 
the relict of Marquis Villette, and niece of Madame Mainte^ 
non. — We are informed by the inscription on the monument 
of Sir Edward Wy nter that, 

Alooe, uDArm'd, a tyger he oppreta'd. 
And crush*d to dtttli the monster of a beast : 
Twice twenty mounted Moors he overthrew. 
Singly, on foot ; some wounded, some be slew ; 
Dis|)er8t the rest. • what more could Sampson do ? 

—Here were buried Thomas Astle, the Itntiquary, who died 
in 1803; Arthur Collins, author of the ^'Peerage,'" who 
died in 1760; William Curtis, author of the "Flora Londi- 
nensis,'* who died 1799; and its Ticar Joseph Gardner, cele- 
brated for his attachment to the arts.— 'This pari^ was tiie 
vicarage of Owen Ridley, persecuted by his parishioners ; 
Dr. Temple, brother of Sir John; the learned Bp. Patrick,: 
who died in 1707* — On the site of Bolingbroke House, 
which is said to have contained fifty rooms on a >foor, was 
erected a horizontal air<-mill, of a new construction, in 1788. 

At Bbddington, died, in 1710, aged 110, William Stuart, 
commonly called Old Scottd — ^The Park was the first, spot in 
England on which the orange tree was planted. The great 
door- of the hall has an antient lock, richly wrought, on 
which a shield, with the arms of England, moving in a 
groove, conceals the key-hole. — ^Of Beddington was Rector 
John Leng, Bishop of Norwich. 

At Bermondset, on the 2d of January, 1624-5, was 
married, James Herriott, esq. *' one of forty children of bis 
father, a Scotchman,'' to ?' Elizabeth Josey, genf-^^In the 
Abbey were interred, William de Morton, Earl ofCocawaii ;.- 
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Margaret de la Pole, 1473; and the relict of John Lord 
Audlej) 1497. — ^Traditiott erroneously ascribes an old build- 
iDf near the abbey gateway, probably a partx)f the abbey, to 
haveheen King* John's palace.— Of this parish' were Rectors, 
Edward Eltin, and Jeremiah Whi taker, two eminent puri- 
tans ; the former died 1624, the latter 1654; Dr. Richard 
Parr was also rector. — In the parish register occurs a singu- 
lar entry, respectin^g the ceremony of the re-union of a man 
and his wife, after a long absence, during which the woman 
married another man. It occurred in 1604. — Here died in 
1750, aged 103, Mrs. Langworthy; and in 1762, aged 104, 
Mrs. Owen. 

Of Blechinqley were Rectors, Archbishop Herring; 
and Dr; Thomas, Bishop of Rochester, who died in 1793, 
and lies buried in the Church ; where is a most magnificent 
monument to the first Sir Robert Clayton, and his lady, 
with their whole length figures in white marble. 
- At Brixtok Hill was, till latterly, a house inhabited by 
the poet Cowper. 

Of Buck LAND was Rector, O. L. Spencer, the biographer 
of Archbishop Chicheley, who died in 1796. 
' Of Burstow was Rector, Jacob Flamsteed, astronomer, 
"and self'-taught genius. 

At BypLEET, in Dorney House, says Aubrey, Henry 
•VIII. was nursed. — Amongst the customs of the Manor is 
an order that hogs should be pegged with two pegs in their 
noses ; and -mention is made of rqthenng cattle, [Qu. What 
does- it mean ?] — Here resided for some years the Rev. Joseph 
Spence, author of "Polymetis," and here August 20, 1768, 
he was found drowned in a canal in his garden. — It was the 
Rectory of Stephen Duck, the self-taught poet, bred ori- 
ginally a day-labourer, whose life was written by his friend 

Spence. 

' Camberwell. TTie spring or well from which originates 
the name is situate near the summit of the Grove. — Grove 
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Hill wu the seat of the late John Coaklby Lbttsom, 
M.D. — In the Grove wu committed that tragic act recorded 
by Lillo in the drama of " George Barnwell/' — Here was a 
Watering-place for the pilgrims to Becketfs shrine at Canter- 
bury : Chaucer alludes to it. Near St Thomas's watering 
was placed one of the quarters of the insurgent Sir Thomas 
Wyatt, executed 1553. — ^The celebrated and admired preacher 
Dr. Richard Parr was Vicar. — Here, in 1658, died Rose 
Hathaway, aged 103; in 1661, her husband William, aged 
105; in 1775, aged 125, Elizabeth Jones; and the nurse 
that attended her in Camberwell workhouse was 101 years 
of age. — ^In the register this entry, June 1687, "Robert 
Hem and Eluabeth Bozwell, King and Queen of the Gyp- 
sies,"' married. — At the Free Grammar School, the celebrated 
historian Sir J. Tyrbbll was educated. 

At Carshalton resided Sir Nicholas Throckmorton, the 
statesman ; and Dr. Ratcliffe, physician to William III. — In 
the Church-yard is a tomb-stone to "Tom Humphreys,'" a 
corpulent barber, and great dancer, who died in 1742, witli 
p, whimsical epitaph. 

In Chbam was situated Nonsuch Palace, famed in Eli- 
zabethan History ; and here the loved Earl of Essex first re- 
ceived the frown of his illustrious and affectionate mistress's 
displeasure. — At a school, held in a house called the Council 
House, was educated Dr. Charles Davenant, son of the poet. 
The school, removed to another house, was kept for many 
years by the late very worthy Mr. Gilpin, vicar of Boldre, 
Hants, and is still continued. — ^The Church burnt by light- 
ning in 1639. — In the Chapel are buried, John Lord Lum^ 
ley, and Jane his first wife, daughter of Henry Earl of 
Arundel, the elegant translator of the ** Iphigenia" of Euri- 
pides, &c. — Of six successive Rectors of Cheam, five became 
prelates; viz. Anthony Watson, Chichester, who held till 
his death in 1605, and was buried here ; Lancelot Andrews 
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Ely; George Mountain, York; Richard Senhouse, Carlisle, 
1624; John Hacket, Lichfield and Coventrj, 1661. The 
following learned persons were also Rectors, Professor Plaj- 
fere, 1605; and Edward Barnard, astronomer, linguist, 
critic, and chronologist. 

At Chertsey, St. Anne's Hill, the illustrious Charles 
Jambs Fox spent much of the latter part of his life. — ^At 
Anningsley, in this parish, resided the eccentric Thomas 
Day, who attempted to rear a child of nature, according to 
the doctrines of Rousseau, but fiuled : he was author of 
'* Sandford and Merton,'' &c. — At Porch House, the seat of 
the late respected Mr. Clark, Chamberlain of London, for- 
merly resided the poet Cowley, who died here in 1666. Mr. 
Clark placed this inscription against the house : " Hie poreh 
of this house, which projected 10 feet into the highway, was 
taken down in the year 1786 for the safety and accommo- 
dation of the public. Here the last accents flowed from 
Cowley's tongue." — The Curfew-bell is still tolled here from 
Michaelmas to Lady-day at eight o'clock in the evening: 
the clerk first " rings up," or raises the bell ; then rings a 
few minutes; lowers the bell down, and, alter a short pause, 
tolls the number of the day of the month, — In the Abbey 
was buried the unfurtunate Henry VI. afterwards removed 
to Windsor by Henry VII. 

At Chobham Park resided Archbishop Heath, deprived 
at the Reformation, but respected and visited by Queen 
Elizabeth. 

At Clapham resided Bishop Gauden, one of the reputed 
authors of King Charles's celebrated book the EIKON 
BA2IAIKH'.— In the New Church, is the monument, re- 
moved from the old one, of Doctor Lister, the naturalist, 
author of the '' Synopsis Conchylium." — This parish was 
the Rectory of Nicholas Brady, versifier of the Psalms, from 
1706 to his death in 1726; and Anthony Blackwall, highly 
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'disttnffuished by * Im leanied D ino e rtMii e n D on the Sacred 

Classics. 

At CftOTBON was a large oak, called tke -\l6ar*8 Oak, at 
which the parishes of Battersea, Oaaiberwell, ^Streatham, 
Croydon, and Lambeth met in a poinl^-Maj 25,- 1351« ter* 
ribly shaken by an earthquake^ — Of the- PKrk- wvs'keeper, 
temp. Richard II. the- famous- Sir William Walworth^-*- 
Here resided* Charles Howard, the iUustrions Lord Hi^h Ad- 
miral temp. Elizaibetii ; and -A-teander-'Baridey,- author of 
the ''Ship of Fools,'' who died 15d2.--In the old Palace, Sir 
Christopher Hatton was made Lord Chaaoellor ; and in it 
died Arehhtshop Abbot in 1533.— In the hall of Whitgtft's 
Hospital is a copy of *' the Dance of Death,'' with coloured 
drawings much damaged. There are also three antique 
wooden goblets: on one of them, which holds about three 
pints, is this address, ** What, Sirrah t hold thj pease ; thirste 
satisfied, cease I " Of the School, Oldham, the poet, was 
usher three years. Here he wrote his satires i^on the Je- 
suits, and here was honoured with visits from the Earls of 
Rochester and Dorset, Sir Charles Sedley, and other wits. — 
In the Church are buried Archbishops- Orindall, Whitgift, 
Sheldon (whose monument is very splendid). Potter, Her- 
ring, and Wake. — Of this parish were Rectors, Archbishop 
Wyttleseye, and Bishops Aungervyle and* Horton. The ce- 
lebrated Rowland Philips, (who foretold in a sermon that 
printing would be the bane of the Roman Catholic religion), 
and William Clewer, the disgrace of his profession, were 
Vicars.— Here died, in 1633-4, aged 100, Alice Miles ; in 
1714-15, aged 105, Margaret Ford; in 1717, aged 101, 
John Baydon; in 1729, aged 100, Elizabeth Giles; and iu 
1771, aged 101, Elizabeth Wilson. 

The town of Dorking derives lustre from having been 
the retreat of the learned scholar and critic, Jkremiah 
Marklanp, for the last 24 years of his life,— The custom of 
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Borough English preyails here,-^In the Church' is buried 
Jeremiah Markland. 

DC7LWICH CoLLEGB, founded by John AWeyne, the << Pro- 
teus for shapes, and Roscius for tongue/' contuns many va* 
livable pictures by eminent artists, bequeathed by Sir Francis 
Bourgeois, himself a painter of talent, who died in I8I1, and 
also left £10,000 to keep them in preservation, and £2,000 
for preparing a gallery for their reception. Inigo Jones is 
supposed to have been the architect of the college. In the 
chapel, over the communion-table, is a valuable copy, by 
Giulio Romano, of the divine R^hael's Transfiguration, 
given to the college in 179Q by Mr. Thomas Mills, of Great 
Swaffham, Suffolk. On the font is this Greek monostich, 
NI*ON ANOMHMA MH MONAN 0*IN, which may be 
read both ways. Amongst the burials occur, in 1731, An- 
thony Boheme, ''the famous tragedian;" and in 1768, 
'*01d Bridget, the Queen of the Gypsies.'' 

In the body of Dunsfold Church are old oak seats, not 
pews. 

At East Clandon resided the celebrated Admiral Ed<. 
ward Boscawen, who died here January 10, 1761. — Of this 
parish was Rector, Thomas Gouffe, dramatist, who died in 
July, 1629. 

Of East Horslbt was Rector, Joseph Greenhill, for 
61 years, dying in 1788, aged 84. 

At Temple Grove, East Shebn, resided the statesman 
Sir William Temple, who here indulged his taste for horti- 
cultural pursuits; and here Dean Swift, and other literary 
4^haracters employed their pens. 

Of Effingham w:as Vicar John Miller, who attributed 
the Bufferings of those persons who were supposed to have 
been tortured by witches, to the delusions of the devil. — ^The 
tradition that this place once boasted sixteen churches has 
no foundation, 

AX Eohasi resided the poet Sir John Denham^ ** who wa& 

M 
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bom to improfve tfao Kteratore of his couBtry ; '' and whose 
father, the Chief Baron, fies in the Churdi with an alabaster 
monument rqmsentiBg^ him riung* from the dead, 1696. — In 
this parish, in tiie Hiames, is a small island, called ''Magna 
Gharta island," from a tradition that the n^rnini^ of that 
document oocurred here. 

In Epsom Churdi is interred the Her. John Pki4:hur8t, 
author of the Greek and Hebrew Lexicon. — Malcolm relates 
a curious account of a womaa cafled ** Crazy Salty, the bone 
setter,'' who came here in 1736, and ouale no inconsiderable 
figure. 

To EsHBB, Cardinal Wolsey retired from York House 
in 1529, when his enemies were plotting^ his ruin. — Here is 
situated Clabbhoht Hovsb, where the Princess Charlotte 
of Wales, ^'Ei^land's Hope,*' and the amiable consort of 
Prmce Leopold of Sasce-Coburg, breathed her last in child* 
bed. The Prince, baring been elected to the new throne of 
Belfpum, has directed that the house and grounds shall be 
kept and preserved in their present state, which is the same 
as in the life-time of the Princess* 

Moor Park, in Farnham, was one of the seats of Sir 
William Temple, who here breathed his last ; and so attached 
was he to this retirement, that he directed his heart to be 
buried in a nlver-boK under the sun-dial in the garden, op- 
posite to the window from which he used to contemplate 
l^e natural beauties of the place. — ^Here also Swift iirst con- 
tracted his intimacy with his beknred St^a. The Dean^s 
favourite study was in the cave called Moliier Ludlow's hale. 

Of Tbtgham was Rector, Bishop Lisle, in 1726. T%e 
metaphysician and defender of revelation. Dr. J. Conybeare, 
was Curate, under Dr. Shortrudge. 

In the vestry of Frenbham Church hangs a huge caul- 
dron, hammered out of a single piece of copper, supposed by 
Salmon to be a remain of the antient parochial hospitality 
at the wedding of poor maids. Aubrey supposes it to Imve 
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been used for the Church Ales. Tradition reports it to have 
been broug^ht from Borough Hill, about a mile hence ; if 
any one went to borrow any thin|^, he might have it for a 
year, or longer, provided he kept his word as to the return. 
On this bin lies a great stone «ft)out six ^9et long: the party 
went to this stone, knocked at it, declared what was dO'- 
sired and when they would return it ; and a voice answered 
appointing a time when they would find the article wanted. 
This kettle, wi^ the trivet, it is sud, was so borrowed, 
but not returned at the time fixed ; and though f^rwardg 
carried, it would not be received, and all subsequent appHi* 
cations have been fruitless. Another taradition ascribes the 
place whence it was borrowed to have been Mother Ludlow's 
Hole. 

The hamlet of Gaurbtt is well known us the scene of 
those mock elections which took place for many years upon 
the meeting of every new Parliament; but which have now 
entirely subsided. In 1763, Foote made it the subject of the 
popular fiirce, "The Mayor of Garrett" 

In GoDALMiNO Church is a tablet to its Tlear, Owen 
Manning, the Historian of the County, who died in SeptenK 
her, 1801, aged 81. — ^In this parish Mary Tofts practised 
the imposition of being deiivered of live rabbiis, in 1726, 
celebrated by Hogarth in his *' Cunicularii," &c. This was 
one of the grossest impositions ever practised, and at the 
tame occasioned considerable discussion. 

At Grbai' Book ham, in the Church, on a brass plate, 
18 a poetical inscription of about sixty lines to Edmund Sly* 
field, sheriff 24 Elizabeth. 

In Guildford Free School were educated, John Park* 
hurst. Bishop of Norwich ; William Cotton, Bishop of Ex- 
eter; Henry Cotton, Bishop of Salisbury; Robert Abbot, 
Bishop of Salisbury, successor to Cotton ; George Abbot, 
Archbishop of Canterbury ; Robert Pftrkhurst, and Mauriee 

m2 
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Abbot, both Lord Mayors of London. — ^In Trinity Ghnrch, 
is a beautiful altar-tomb to Archbishop Abbot, who died 
1633; the remains of one to Lord Mayor Parkhurst ; and a 
cenotaph to Arthur Onslow, Speaker of the House of Com- 
mons, who died 1768. — ^At Loseley House are portraits of 
Queen Anne Boleyn, and several of the More and Molyneux 
families. 

On the top of Hamblbdon Church pulpit is a large shell 
of a turtle, with the king's arms painted on it, the gift of 
the Earl of Radnor. 

Of Hascomb was Rector Dr. Conyers Middleton, the 
great disputant with Dr. Bentley. 

At Haslbhbrb resided Philip Carteret Webb, one of 
the counsel at the prosecution of Wilkes. 

At Hedlby School was educated William Bowycr, the 
very learned print<jr. 

Of Horlby was Vicar Peter Whalley, who digested and 
published Bridges's MS. collections for the County of 
Northampton. 

At Horne, King Athelstan is said to have had a palace. 
— ^The notorious John Kidgell was Rector. 

Kbw Palace was the favourite residence of George III. 
The Botanic Garden contains almost every flower and exotic 
plant that can be procured. — Here resided the celebrated Rt. 
Dudley, Earl of Leicester, whose house was called " The 
Dairie House ;'" the Lord Keeper Sir John Puckering; the 
accomplished Lord Harrington of Exton; Sir Peter Lely 
the painter ; and Stephen Duck, poet and divine •-•In the 
Church is a tablet to Jeremiah Meyer, the miniature painter. 
r-^In the Church-yard, is the tomb of Gainsborough, the 
landscape painter ; and near him Joshua Kirby, the writer 
on perspective. 

Of Kingston Free Grammar School, William Burton, 
the commentator on Antoninus, was master, and died 1657 > 
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'tod here Edward Gibbon, the historian, received the 
early part of his education. — ^The curious inscription in La- 
tin verse and black letter to Robert Skerne and his wife, ig 
placed the wrong" way upwards. Here is interred George 
Bate, physician to Charles I., Oliver Cromwell, his son Ri- 
chard, and Charles II.— Of this parish was Vicar, that emi- 
nent statesman, Nicholas West, Bishop of Ely, instituted 
1502.— Here died in 1677-8, ag^ed 110, Frances Philipps; 
and in 1690, aged 108, Winifred WoodfalL • 

At Lambeth, in 1750, an earthquake was felt—In th^ 
Long Gallery of the Palace of the Archbishops of Canter- 
bury, among many other portraits, is one of Martin 
Luther. In the Dining-room are portraits of all the 
Archbishops from Laud to Comwallis. In the prison-room 
At the top of the Lollard's Tower, are eight large iron rings 
in the wainscot ; and upon the sides are various scratches, 
half-sentences, and letters, cut out with a knife in black 
letter. — ^Here was confined the unfortunate Earl of Essex, 
before he was sent to the Tower ; and Bishop Thirleby, ^ho 
died here* Fifteen Archbishops have died in this palace, 
enumerated in Lysons's " Environs," vol. i. p. 269. In the 
Chapel was buried Archbishop Parker, whose body was 
vindictively removed to one of the out-houses, temp, Charles 
I. when the chapel was converted into a dancing-room : the 
corpse was re-interred after the Restoration. In Lambeth 
House was confined during the civil wars. Dr. AUestry, ce- 
lebrated divine; and Richard Lovelace, the poet— In Copt 
Hall, Sir Thomas Parry's mansion, the ill-feted Arabella 

Stuart was prisoner for 12 months in his custody. In Fore 

Street was a palace of the Bishops of Hereford, afterwards a 
pottery.— The Bishops of Rochester had a palace in this pa- 
rish, in which Archbishop Bradwardin died in 1348- and 
Shepey, of Rochester, in 1360. In 1531, a cook, by throw* 
jng poison into some yeast, destroyed not only seventeen 
persons of the family, but likewise several of the poor who 
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wera fed at tlM fate; for wbich ho watMM Up li^M^A 
in Smitlifield, parta«Bt to » bnr mode for that purpoee. 
The palace nibeeqaeii% belonged to the Biabopi of Car- 
hak, and haa since been puUed down.-*In the Lambeth 
Manh the phiftoiopbical Thomas Binhdl eoneeaied him- 
self about the time CromweU was made Protector^ dar- 
ing which time he constantl/ laj in a garret hang with 
hlMxk baize: at one end was painted a skeleton, extended on 
a mattress; at the other was a smidl pallet bed; and the 
walls were covered with various emblems of mortalitj'. Here 
he continued above a jeor, till his friends made his peace 
with the Protector* Here Bishop Bonner had a hunting 
seat— -At South Lambeth resided the Tradescants, father 
and son, where they had a very extensive phjrsic garden. 
The son gave his whole e oUcction to Elias Ashmole, who re* 
sided here, as did also the feamed Dr. Dnearri, who died 
here in irSS^-^In this parish Francis Moore, author of the 
Almanae, resided, and practised as an astrologer; as also 
Captain Bnbbv and the Rev. Dr. Napier.-'In the Churdi 
was interftd Foman^ the astrolc^fer. Here are uMnnments 
to Archbishop Parker; Bancroft; Tennison; Hutton; 
Gomwallis; and Moore; Elisabeth, Dvchess of Norfolk, 
and several of the ftmily ; l^hop TunstaD and Thirleby ; 
and EBas Ashmole^ the andquary. In one of the windows of 
the church, over the nave, is the figure of a pedlar and his dog, 
on painted glass, traditionalljr said to perpetuate the devise 
of the piece of land in this parish called " Pedlar's Acre/*— 
In the Church-jard is the singular monument of the Tra- 
descants, much defaced, erected in 16^ — ^In the passage 
leading from tiie church to the palace was buried, at his own 
request. Archbishop Seeker.— In the burial-ground. High 
Street, are interred the poets Edward Moore, and Thomas 
Coofce^ who both died in 1757 ; and the celebrated Countess 
de la Motte* — Of this parish were Rectors, Gilbert de GIan« 
TUle, Bish^ of Rochester; Henij, Bishop of Joppa; Tho«

mas Blaj^, Dean of Rochester ; Dasiel Fteatley ; Oeoi^ 
Hooptr, ]^hop of Bath and Wells ; Edmund Gibson and 
Beilbj Porteus* Bishops of LfOndon; and Dr. John Denne, 
Archdeacon of Rochester^ — Here died, in 1704, aged 104» 
Joanna Keys; in I730f aged 106, Thomas Drayman; in 
1738-9, aged 102, Elizabeth Bateman; in 1743, aged 10a« 
Mr. Wills and Mr. Horn ; in 17^, aged 103, Mrs. Helliags; 
in 1777« aged 107, Margaret Baise; and in 1788, aged 101. 
William Cobb. — This extensire parish has been within a few 
years divided by Act of Parliament into four parishes. 

At Lbatherhbad resided Lord Chancellor Jetiferyes. — 
Near the bridge is a small pubHc house, supposed to be the 
bouse in which Eleanor Rumming sold the ale celebrated by 
Skelton. — Miss Cholmondeley, in 1806, pasring through this 
town in a barouche with the Princess of Wales and Lady 
Sheffield, was thrown out of the carriage on turning a cor- 
ner, and killed on the spot. She is buried here. 

A -farm-house at Lbioh, called Swam's, was, accofcting 
|o tradition, a residence of Bbn Jonson, the poet. 

In Maldon Church, by the pulpit, is a stand for a hour- 
glass. — Of this parish was Vicar, Rogers Ruding, author of 
the « Annals of English Coinage,*' who died in 1820. 

In Mbrbow Church-yard is a head-stone to Mrs. Sarah 
Battey, who died in 1799, aged lOa 

Stone from Mbrsthah was used in the internal part of 
Waterloo Bridge, and Henry the VHth's Chapd at West* 
minster. — ^In the Church, over the communion-table, is a 
very large French print, about sixteen feet high, and five feet 
wide, of the Last Supper ; an unusual ornament for an En- 
glish country church. — Of this parish was Rector, Jeremiah 
Milles, Dean of Exeter, and Preudent of the Sodety of An- 
tiquaries. 

In Mbrton Abbey was educated St Thomas k Becket. 
Unthin its walk, are manufactories for printing caticoes, 
which employ about 1000 persons, a gratifying contrast to 
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the monastic indolenoe in former times. — ^In the Church is a 
monnment to Francis Nixon, the first who perfected copper* 
plate calico printing'. — Merton Place was the fiivourite resi- 
dence ofNBLSON. 

At MiTCHAM resided Sir Walter Raleigh ; the celebrated 
Dr. Donne; and Moses Mendez, the rich poet. — In 16379 
the Church much damagfed by lightning, at which time thir* 
teen churches in this Conntj experienced the same fate. In 
it is interred Sir Ambrose Cowley, Alderman of Liondon, ce- 
lebrated in the Tatler under the name of '* Sir Humphrey 
Oreenhat." — ^lo the Church-yard is the tomb of Anne Hallam, 
the distinguished actress of Lady Macbeth, who died 1740. — » 
Here was baptised October 19, 1690, a girl who had 24 fio* 
gers and toes.— ^In 1711 died, aged 103, widow Durant. 

In MoRTLAKB the Archbishops of Canterbury had a ire^ 
sidence; and here died Archbishops Pecldiam in 1292, and 
Reynolds in 1327. — In 1665, 197 persons buried of the 
plague, being about 170 more than the general average at 
that period. — ^Here resided Lord Packe, who wished Cromwell 
to be king; Tichboum, one of King Charleses judges ; and 
General Ireton, all friends of the Protector. The celebrated 
Dr. Dee performed his incantations, died in 1608, and was 
buried here.^The first manufactory of tapestry was esta- 
blished here in 1619, by Sir Francis Crane. — In the Church* 
yard are the tombs of John Partridge, the astrologer, physi- 
cian, and aknanack-maker ; and Alderman Barber, the Tory 
printer, temp. Anne, George I. and II. — Here died, in 1721, 
Edward Colston, who expended in his life-time £70,000 in 
promoting charitable institutions; and in 1741, aged 103, 
ITilliam Baker. 

At Nbwinoton, in 1571» September 30, a great flood, 
so that the people were obliged to be conveyed in boats from 
the church «to the pinfold's near St. George's in South- 
wark." — ^The old wooden parsonage-house was surrounded b/ 
a moat, with. three (formerly four) bridges; and was repute^^ 
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to be 300 years ol<}«^The learned Bishops StUlingfleet and 
Horsley were Rector8.^Died in 1685, aged 107» Edward 
Allen; in 1701, aged 101, Sarah Wood, and, aged 100, 
Mary Ralph ; in 1703, aged 102, Christopher Coward; and 
In 1706, aged 106, widow Jeweller. — ^In the Church*yard is 
the monument of William Allen, shot in the riots at th6 
King's Bench prison, 1768, with inflammatory inscriptions. 

The celebrated villa. The Oaks, at Banstead, was erected 
by a society of gentlemen called « The Hunter's Club/' The 
Earl of Derby much improved it, and can accommodate his 
guests with more thhn fifty bed-chambers. 

At OcKHAM resided Lord Chancellor King, as famous for 
ecclesiastical learning as for his knowledge in the law, where 
be died of paralysis in 1734. 

At a house called Evertheds, at Ocklet, resided the ce<- 
lebrated anatomist Frank Nicholls, who died 1778, aged 80» 

At Peckham, in the high-street, is a house occasionally 
inhabited by James II. while Duke of York ; and near the 
canal bason stood the house in which Charles II. used to 
visit Nell Gwynne. 

In the house at .Peppebharrow, which belonged to 
Denzil Lord Holies, are many original portraits andpictures» 
among which is the Emperor Charles V. by Titian. — Of this 
parish were Rectors, the learned Edward Clarke, author of 
'/Letters on the Spanish Nation,'- and father of the traveller^ 
who died 1786; and Owen Manning, historian of Surrey« 
Und editor of Lye's Saxon Dictionary, who died 1801. 

At Ham House, Petersham, resided the Duchess of 
Queensberry; and Catharine Sedley, Countess of Dorchester^ 
mistress of James II. Here it is reported ** The Cabal'' held 
their meetings. — On the mount in the grounds of Petersham 
Jjodge, tradition says Henry VIII. stood to see the signal fof 
Anne Boleyn's execution. — ^Here resided the famous Duke of 
jArgyle. 
. At PutneV resided John Toland, ,the deist, and here cod^ 
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posed his * PbntbeiitiMii," and miuij of bis latter works.*- 
Putnej Puk wm the property of Christiaii, Countess of De- 
vonshire, a woman of conslderaUe celebrity and very singu* 
lar characlBr.«-On the Heath rerided William Pitv, ib 
the house formerly the residence of Archbishop Comwallis. 
In 1776 David Hartley, esq. built a house upon the heath, 
still standing, for the purpose of proving tiie efficacy of his 
invention of plates to preserve houses from fire. — In Ae 
Church^yaid were buried, in 1722, John Toland; sad in 
1771f Robert Wood, seientifie traveller and classical writer. 
—Here died, in 1747, agwi 101, Catherine Fanner; in 1766» 
aged 104, Sarah Watts; in 177% aged 109, Anne WiHiaras; 
and, ki 1787, aged 100» Mary Ceasley. 

In Rbioatb Church was interred ''Charles Howarde, 
Earle of Nottinghame, Lord High Admyndl of Englande, 
Generall of Queene Elizabeth's Navy Royall att sea agaynst 
the Spanyards invinsable navy, in the yeare of our Lorde 
1588/'— On die Castle-bill is the entrance to the cavern 
where the Barons met and digested tiie artieles of Magna 
Charta, afterwards signed at Runnymead. 

In Richmond Palace the Princess Elizabeth was a pn- 
toaer in the time of Mary. It afterwards became one of her 
favourite residences. Hera Anthony Rodd, Bishop of St. 
David's, incurred the Queen's diqileasure, in 1596, for 
preael^Bg before the Court on the infirmities of old age, ap- 
plying them at the same time personally to her Majesty, and 
observing bow it had '*fmrr9wed kerface^ mud beaprinkM 
her hair with Us meaH^'^The Hill has often been celebrated 
botii in verse and prose. Here resided the poet Thomson : 
his favourite seat in the garden contains the table on which 
he wrote his verses ; over the entrance is inscribed, '* Here 
Thomson sung the seasons and their change ;'' the inside is 
adorned with suitable quotations in his praise, kc. Upon 
the hill Sir Joshua Reynolds had a house. — ^The pious Bishop 
Duppa, the tutor of Charles IL reuded and died here^-« 
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Here Theophiku Gbber opened a theatre ia 1756^ and to 
avoid the penalties of the Act agiunst unlioeBsed comedians, 
advertised it as a "oq;)halic snuff warehouse/* — ^In the 
Church are monuments to Thomson the poet ; Mary Anne 
Yates, the tragic actress, who died in 1787; Doctor Stebbing, 
the polemical writer ; and Robert Lewes, esq. a Gambro- 
Briton, and a barrister-at-law, who died in 1649, *^so great 
a lover of peace,** sajrs his epitaph, '* that when a contention 
began to arise between Life and Death, he unmedialeljr 
jielded up the ghost to end the dilute/'— In the Church« 
yard were interred the Rev. Gilbert Wakefield, classical sdio« 
lax ; and Dr. J. Moore, father of the gallant Sir J. Moore* 
*-0f this parish Nicholas Brady, the translator of the 
Ftalms, was curate. 

At RoTHERHiTHB, June I, 1765, a fire destroyed 206 
houses, and property to the amount of £100,000. — Here 
Henry IV. re»ded while being cured of his leprosy. — In 
1805, an Act of Parliament was obtained for making a tunnd 
under the Thames from tins place to lamehonse, lie. but 
after bdng far advanced, was suspended, and never resuaMd. 
A new tunnel has been commenced, and is now in prt^^resa. 
*~In tiie vestry-room of the Church u a portrait of Okailes 
I. in his robes, kneeling at a table, and holding a crown of 
thorns. — In the Church-yard is interred Prince Lee Boo^ 
who died of the small pox, December 27> 1784^ aged 20 : 

** Stop^ reader^ stop, let Natura olmim a (Mr, 
A Princa of miDa* Lae Boo, lias buriad haia." 

—Of this parish the celebrated Thomas Gataker was Rector. 
At Sbbrb is the house of William Bray, the Father of 
the Society of Antiquaries, who is now (August, 1831) in 
bis 95th year. He completed the Rev. Owen Manning's 
" History of Surrey,'* and edited the "Memoirs*' of the oele* 
brated Evelyn. He is descended from a brother of Sir Re- 
ginald Bray, the minister of Henry VIL described by Poly* 
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dore Vergil as "tbe very father of his oountrj, who would 
admonish the King if he acted against right.*' St. George's 
Chapel at Windsor (in which he is buried) bears testimonj 
to his skill in architecture, as there is every reason to believe 
it was designed by him. 

SouTHWARK.— ^/ George the Martyr. In the old 
Church was interred Edward Cocker, the arithmetician; and 
in the Church-yard the persecuting Bishop Bonner, who died 
in the Marshalsea in 1569. — In the place now called the Mint 
stood the mansion of Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, af» 
terwards used as a mint. — ^The learned Dr. Hezekiah Burton 
was Rector of this parish. — St. Mary Overy or St, Saviour. 
On Bank-side were situate, the palace of the Bishops of 
Winchester, made a prison during the civil wars (Sir Ke- 
helm Digby, while confined here, wrote his book on " Bo- 
dies '') ; the palace of the Bishops of Rochester, pulled down 
in 1604; the Globe theatre, where Shakspbarb's plays 
were first performed, and where himself acted; the Bear-gar« 
den, which fell down during the performance in 1583. — ^The 
Tabard Inn, St. Margaret^s Hill, celebrated by Chaucer as 
•the rendezvous for pilgrims visiting Becket's shrine at Can- 
terbury, was bumf down in 1676, together with the town- 
hall, and great part of the town. It was re-built, and the 
^ame is now corrupted to the Talbot Inn. — ^In 1532, a dole 
was distributed at the Church, at which such multitudes of 
the poor assembled, that seven were smothered. Here are 
monuments to the celebrated poet John Oower; Ldonel 
Lockyer, the empiric, temp. Chas. II. ; Richard Humble, 
Alderman of London ; Lancelot Andrews, Bishop of Win- 
chester, who died in lQQ6,—^St. Olave. In Tooley-street 
the Prior of Lewes had a great house, built of stone, with 
.arched gates, afterwards the Walnut Tree Inn: it has been 
4ately pulled down, and some interesting architectural frag- 
ments discovered. The Abbots of St. Augustin, Canter- 
4>ury, and Battle, had toyrn houses near this spot— Of thi$ 
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parish were Rectors, Owen Oglethorpe, Bishop of Carlisle, 
the only prelate who could be prevailed on to crown Eliza- 
beth; and Dr. Boulter, Archbishop of Armagh, and Pri- 
mate of all Ireland.— i$f/. Thomas, In the chapel of Guy's 
Hospital is a fine figure of the munificent founder, by Bacon, 
which cost £1,000, 

Near Strbatham Common was the hospitable mansion 
of Mr. Thrale, where Dr. Samuel Johnson spent much of 
his time, as did many other worthies of that day, whose por- 
traits afterwards graced the house.— In the Church are mo- 
numents to Mr. Thrale, and Mrs. Salusbury, the mother of 
Mrs. Piozzi, with inscriptions by Johnson; and James 
Price, M D. F.RJS. who died 1783. Here was buried in 
1772, at least aged 104, one Russell, a person always known 
under the guise or habit of a woman, and answered to the 
name of Elizabeth, but at death proved to be a man. Mr. 
Lysons gives a description of this curious character.— Of this 
parish the learned controversial writer Bp. Hoadly was 
Rector from 1710 to 17*23. 

In Sutton Church was interred Isaac Littlebury, the 
translator of Herodotus, who died 1710.— William Stephens, 
a political writer in opposition to the Court, was instituted. 
Rector of this parish in 1686. 

In the east window of the chapel in Titsey Church the 
Almighty is pourtrayed as an old man sitting on a throne, 
our Sariour before him on the cross ; and below them, on 
the right hand, is the Virgin Mary, and on the left Jesus. 

In Tooting Church is a monument to Sir John Hepdon, 
diplomatist, who died 1670.— Samuel Lisle, Bishop of Nor- 
wich, was Rector. 

Vauxhall Gardens was a place of great resort in the 
time of Queen Anne. Addison, in the "Spectator," No. 
383, introduces his firiend Sir Roger de Coverley as accom- 
panying him in a voyage from the Temple-stairs to Vaux- 
hall, then termed Spring Gardens.

At Hertham, in Walton-upon-Thamba* l^^lliam I^j, 
Um astrologer, reslded^-^At Goway Stakes have been found 
teveral tCakea, about 16 feet long, shod wkh iron. Hie wood 
very black, and ao hard as to turn an axe ; remains of tiiose 
mentioned by antient writers as having been used to prevent 
the passage of Cesar across the Thames* — ^In the Church are 
monuments to the astrologer Lilly; a raagnifiomt one to 
Richard, \lscount Shannon, who died 1740, by Roubiliac; 
and Henry Skrine, author of a "Toiur in Wales," who died 
1803. In the dianoel -is preserved a curious monument, re^ 
presenting on brasses a singular feat of activity performed 
by John Selwyn, under-keeper of Oatlands Park, temp. Eliz. 
and himself, wife, and 11 children, in a praying posture. 

In Wandsworth Church is a beautiful monument to 
Mr. Alderman Henry Smith, generally known as "Dog 
Smith,'* the great benefactor to Surrey, iec. who died of 
the plague in 1627— Here died in 1622, aged 114, Alice 
Falladaye, widow; in 1653, aged 101, Thomas Tayer; and 
in 1760, aged 102, Mary Cross, widow. 

On a monument in War lino ham Church, are the foU 
lowing curious lines : 

** O eruel .Death, what hut thoa donoy 
To take from us our mother*! darliug soo ? 
Thou hast taken toll, ground, and drest his grist, 
The brand lieih here, the flour b gone to Christ.*' 

At Clandon Place, Wsst Clandon, built by the first 
Lord Onslow, are two elegant chimney-pieces by Rysbrack ; 
one, representing a sacrifice to Bacchus, is considered hia 
master-piece in basso-relievo. 

At West Horsley resided the eminent John Liord Ber- 
ners, who first translated Froissart's Chronicle into English. 
The Raleighs bad a seat here ; and in the Church is buried 
Carew the son of Sir Walter, and the supposed head of his 
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murdered father.— Of this parish was Rector, the persecuted 
Bishop Howell, who died in 1646. 

Iq West Shbsn Priory, Perkin Warbeck soug^ht an 
asjlum, and intreated the prior to b^ his life of the King". 
Here the body of the King of Scots, after the battle of Flod- 
den-field, was brought by the Earl of Surrey, and for a con- 
siderable lime lay unburied. Stow saw it in 1552 wrapt in 
lead, and thrown into a lumber-room. 

At Wimbledon the much-respected Marquis of Rocking- 
ham lived and died tn 1782. — In the Manor-house resided 
Queen Catharine Parr; Cardinal Pole; Sir Christopher 
Hatton ; Sir Thomas Cecil, afterwards Earl of Exeter ; Ge- 
neral Lambert, author of a book called " The Detection ; '' 
and Sarah Duchess of Marlborough, who pulled it down and 
rebuilt it after a design of the Earl of Pembroke. It was 
burnt in 1785, and a new one has been built by Earl Spen- 
cer—a name dear to literature. Charles I. a few days before 
he was brought to trial, so little aware of the fate preparing 
for him, ordered seeds of some Spanish melon to be planted 
in his garden belonging to Wimbledon House. — In the 
Church are monuments to Sir Edward Cecil, grandson to 
Lord Treasurer Burleigh ; and Sir Richard Wynne, Gen* 
tleman of the Privy Chamber to Charles I. — In the Church- 
yard was buried John Hopkins, commonly called Vulture 
Hopkins, who died in 1732. — Of this parish Archbishop Rey- 
nolds was Rector.— Here died in 1778, aged 103, Francis 
Trevor. 

In Bagshot Park, Windlesham, James I. and Charles I. 
used to hunt. Here resided the celebrated Admiral Keppel, 
who became possessed of the park on the death of his bro* 
ther the Earl of Albemarle, lessee under the Crown. 

In Woking Church-yard grows a kind of plant about the 
thickness of a bullrush, with a top like asparagus shooting 
up nearly to the surface of the earth, above which it never 
appears, and when the corpse is quite consumed the plant 
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dies awaj. This olMenration has been made in other church* 
yards, when the soil is a light red sand. 

Of WoRPLBSDON were Rectors, Thomas Ck>mber, Dean 
of Carlisle, learned Hebraist, &c.; and Dr. Burton, Prorost 
of Eton College, and author, who died 1771* 

In WoTTON Church is interred the philosopher, architect, 
naturalist, &c. John Evblyn, and many of his family.

Mansions. Buxted, the Hog House, with the date 1591 ;

Place, built temp. Henry VL ; Shermanbury, very old ; 
Southover, the supposed residence of Anne of Cleves after 
her divorce ; Sullington Park, now a farm-house ^ Trey- 
ford, the seat of the Aylwins, now a farm-house ; Wis- 
ton, temp. Elizabeth, the seat of the Gorings. 

Cross. Alfriston ; Chichester, octagonal, erected by Bishop 
Storey, on Ids translation here from Carlisle in 1478, 
exceedingly elegant. 



PRESENT STATE AND APPEARANCE. 

Rivers. The rivers of Sussex are insignificant streams, when 
compared with those of some other counties, but they are 
exclusively its own, as their origin and courses are confined 
within the limits of the County. All of them fell into the 
British Channel. Adur ; Arun, formed from springs ris- 
ing at East Meon and Buriton Wood, joins the sea at 
Little Hampton ; Ashbourne, flows into the sea at East- 
bourne; Cuckmere; Estuary; Lavant, rises in Charl- 
ton forest, runs to the sea five miles below Chichester; 
Ouse; Rother, rises at Lurgershall mill-pond, joins 
the Channel at Rye; Runcton-brook, springs from Ley- 
thome pond ; and Rye. Harrison enumerates the follow- 
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ing Binall ones: — Bourne, rites at Aldingbourne ; Del, 
whose source is at Binderton ; Emill with the Racon hare 
their rise at Racton ; and Eryn, whose source is at Emeley. 

Inland /Navigation, Arun, from the Sea to Newbridge ; 
Bother, from the Arun to Midhurst and Petworth ; the 
Eastern Bother, from Body am to Rye ; and the Ouse. 
Canal from Arundel to Chichester, communicating with 
the Arun, and is part of the great Inland Navigation from 
Portsmouth to London. 

Lakes, Small or Hammer-ponds ; Walberton ; and one 
at least iu every parish in the eastern part. 

Eminences and Views. Anthony Hill ; Arundel Castle, 
embosomed in a luxuriant gruve ; Ashbumham House, a 
fine new of Pevensey Bay and Beachy Head ; Arisford 
Place ; Beachy Head, 564 feet high ; Beauport, whence 
in clear weather Boulogne and Calais may distinctly be 
seen; Bodiham Castle, highly picturesque; Bognor, 
from the Crescent, most extensive and picturesque views ; 
Bow Hill, r02 feet high, presenting a series of beautiful 
and enlarged prospects ; Bramber Castle, a delightful view 
of the Sea, through a rich cultivated valley, &c. ; Bright- 
helmstone, the Downs, White Hawk Hill, and HoUingbury 
Castle Hill ; Brightling Down, 646 feet high ; Brom- 
ham Park ; Bulverhythe ; Burton Park, picturesque ; 
Chankbury Hill, 814 feet high; Croft Field, Hastings; 
Crowborough Beacon, 804 feet high, most extensive and 
beautiful prospects ; Ditchling Beacon, 858 feet high » 
Duncton Hill, prospect most magnificent ; DeviVs Dyke, 
near Brightelmstone, whence may be seen Nature in her 
grandest forms ; Eartham; Eastbourne Hills; Fair- 
light (formerly Farleigh), few villages in the kingdom sur- 
pass it for romantic grandeur, the down is 599 feet high ; 
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Firle BeacoD, 820 feet high; Frant, top of the steeple, 
659 feet high ; the Govers, near Hastiiigs, a solitary cot- 
tage, under a stupendous cliff, and the Lover^s Seat, a 
recess in a rocky precipice, whence a suhlime yiew of the 
ocean; Hadlow Down; Halnaker Hill; Hastings, 
surrounded hy hills on almost every side, affording beau- 
tiful prospects; Heathfield Park, the Gibraltar Tower, 
an extensive sea-view, and the scenery in the neighbour- 
hood, "not generally known,'' is "grand and interesting 
in the extreme ; '' Highdown Hill, very extensive panora> 
mic view ; HoUington Church, in the middle of a wood ; 
Houghton Hill ; Kingston Hill, prospect very fine ; La- 
vingdon Down ; Mount Cabum ; Mount Harry ; Pet-

40. Arviragus, when he threw off the Roman yoke, forti- 
fied Hastings, then one of the most convenient phiees for 
invasion. 

47* Flavins Vespasian, commissioned by Claudius to esta- 
blish the Roman dominion in the maritime provinces in 
this island, accomplished his comnussion without much dif- 
ficulty, and fixed his head quarters at the present City of 
Chichester. 

472. Ella defeated the Britons at Eastbourne. 

477* Ella landed with his sons Cymer, Wlecing, and Cissa, 
and a considerable force, at West Wittering, about eight 
miles to the south-west of Chichester. Finding himself too 
weak to penetrate into a country bravely defended by its 
inhabitants, he went heme for fresh supplies, which in 

478, arrived in such numbers as to induce him to undertake 
the siege of the capital of the Regni. The Britons so 
harassed the besiegers, that they were obliged to apply 
for more reinforcements, with which they took the dty by 
assault; and in revenge put all the inhabitants to the 
sword, without distinction of age or sex. The rest of the 
district submitted without further opposition.* On his 
second coming from Germany, Ella landed at Old Shore- 
ham, with the reinforcements which effected the conquest 
of this province. 

* Such ii the accouut givea in Hay's Chichester ; on what au- 
thority does not appear. It seems not improbable that he has trans- 
ferred to this place an event (which belongs to the antient citv of 
Anderida) supposed by Dallaway to have occurred in 490. 
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A. D. 

485. A hard battle was fought between Ella and the Bri- 
tons ^'nearMercreadesboarne,'^ which lies near Peyensey. 
It was probably between the camp at Burling Gap and 
Eastbourne. The Britons fought with desperation, and 
the victory appears to have been doubtful, though claimed 
by the Saxons. Ella suffered so much as to be obliged to 
remain quiet for five years, when he was recruited by new 
arrivals of his countrymen. 

490. Ella successfully besieged Anderida, and endeavoured 
to exterminate the inhabitants by fire and sword. A more 
complete destruction was * never effected by human ven- 
geance. From this period may be dated the foundation of 
•' 8u%-8eaxnapice.** 

650. Ethelwald, King of Southsex, was attacked andlaken 
prisoner by Wulphur, King of Mercia ; but having em- 
braced the Christian religion, was re-instated. During 
his reign, Ceadwalla, a prince of the blood-royal of Wes- 
sex, sought to usurp the supreme authority, but, being 
frustrated, fled to Anderida forest, now the Weald of 
Sussex. Ethelwald afterwards expelled him from his ter- 
ritories, but in another engagement Ethelwald was de- 
feated, and killed, though the invader was forced to retire 
by Berthun and Athun, two South Saxon nobles. When 
Ceadwalla came to the throne of Wessex, he re-entered the 
kingdom with a very strong army, and was opposed by 
the same distinguished noblemen. Their forces were dis- 
persed, Berthun slain, and the whole province miserably 
ravaged. 

668. Ceadw»alla annexed Southsex to the powerful kingdom 
of Wessex. 

693. Brightelm was slain on the Down immediately about 
Brightelmstone, to which place he gave name. 

803. Egbert, King of Wessex, annexed Southsex to liis dp- 
minions. 
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A. D 

837* Alderman Wulfherd fought at Hampton mth thirfyo 
three pirates, and after great slaughter, obtained the 
victory* 

676. The Danes returning from the siege of Exeter, in 
their way landing on the Sussex coast, the men of Chi- 
chester sallied out and slew many hundreds of them, tak- 
ing also some of their ships. 

893. At the latter end of the year the Danish pirates ar- 
rived near Rye, toak Apuldore in Kent, landed at Hair 
tings, under the command of Hastings their leader, who 
fortified the place. 

900. Kingly Bottom, near West $t(^, it is co^i^tured, 
is the site of the dreadful slaughter of the Danes by the 
u^ of Chichester. Their sea-kings, or piraticai chide, 
were then probably slain, and interred in the ba^ows on 
the summit. 

902. A battle was fought at Holmwood between ihfi Danes 
and the Kentish men. 

904. Sweyn, King of Denmark, and Olaus Magnus, King 
of Norway, having failed in the siege of London, ravaged 
Surrey and Sussex in their retreat. It was probably about 
this time that a bloody battle was fought at Lewes with 
the Danes, who were defeated, and Magnus taken pri- 
soner, but being kindly treated, became a convert to 
Christianity, and embraced the life of an anchorite. 

1009. Heming and Anlaff, with a very considerable force, 
wasted Sussex, proceeding through Hampshire and Berks. 

1013. Sussex ravaged by the Danes. 

1051« Godwin, Earl of Kent, committed great depredation«i 
at the sea-ports. 

1056, From Bosham Castle, Harold, son of Earl Godwin, 
and afterwards Harold II. went to the court of William, 
Duke of Normandy, to procure the release of his brother 
Unloth and his nephew Hacun. 
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1066. William, Duke of Normandy, arrived at Pevensey 
Bay, September 29, with 900 sail, and landed his invading 
army there. On the 14th of October, he came to an en- 
gagement with Harold, at a place called Hetheland, but, 
afterwards, in commemoration, named Battle, in which 
Harold was killed. It lasted from morning till sun-set. 
William lost 15,000 men; and the English 60,000 ; but 
it seems probable that this was the total of all that fell on 
the occasion.* The battle was solely gained by the ar- 
rows, then first introduced into this country. 

1067 or 1088. William H. invested Pevensey Castle, where 
the rebellious Odo Had taken refuge. After a siege of six 
weeks, want of food compelled the garrison to surrender, 
and the Bishop was to be conducted by his nephew to Ro- 
chester under a condition of the surrender of the citadel ; 
but a sally was made from the Castle, and the royal escort 
were taken prisoners. 

1090. William II. assembled the whole of the prelates and 
nobles of England at Hastings Castle, to pay personal ho- 
mage to him, previous to his departure for Normandy. 

1094. An army of 20,000 men assembled at Hastings to go 
to Normandy, but did not go. 

1097. William II. on his return from Normandy, occupied 
Arundel Castle. 

1101. At Pevensey, Henry I. encamped with a prodigious 
army, expecting the invasion of his brother Robert. 

* Much coofusioD prevails in the numerical accoantt of thii im- 
porUnt event. The invader is variously represented to hm landed 
his army from 300, 896, 900, and 1000 ships. Moss, in his " His- 
tory of Hastings," says that there were 6000 slain, besides those 
drowned and beaten down in the water ; and that the number of the 
Norman force was 60,000. The antient name of Battle was Hethe- 
land. It i» frequently said to have been £piton, which in the iQwer 
latioity means simply, a place. 
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1102. Robert de Belesmo, 3d Earl of Arundel, took an 
active part in the rebellion against Henry I. The King 
determining to subdue him, the ^rl fortified hi^ castle, 
which, after an obstinate resistance, he was compelled to 
surrender. 

1 139. llie Empress Maud hospitably received at Arundel 
Castle, after her landing at little Hampton, by Adeliza, 
relict of Henry I. King Stephen, apprised of her move- 
ments, appeared suddenly before the castle with a well-ap- 
pointed army. The Queen-Dowager sent him this spi- 
rited message : — '* She had received the Empress as her 
friend, not as his enemy : she had no intention of interfer* 
ing in their quarrels, and therefore begged the King to 
allow her royal guest to quit Arundel, and try her fortune 
in some other part of England. But,'" added she, " if you 
are determined to besiege her here, I will endure the last 
extremity of war rather than give her up, or suffer the 
laws of hospitality to be violated.'' Her request was 
granted, and the Empress retired to Bristol. 

1 180. Nearly the whole of the City of Chichester consumed 
by fire. 

1250. In October the sea passed its accustomed bounds, 
flowing twice without ebb, and made a most horrible noise. 
At dark, the sea seemed to be on fire, and to bum. The 
waves were so strong that it was impossible to save the 
ships on the coast. Winchelsea suffered greatly. 

1261. Sussex visited by Louis the Dauphin, where he was 
firmly resisted by William Colyngham, a man of singular 
valour. 

1263. An engagement at Hastings between the royal and 
baronial forces. 

1264. At Lewes, on what is now the race-course, May 14, 
Henry III. met the forces of his opponents under the com- 
mand of the powerful Simon de Montfort, Earl of Lei* 
cester. The King's army was divided into three bodies ; 
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the right entrusted to Prince Edward, the left to Richard, 
Earl of Cornwall, King of the Romans, and the centre to 
Henry himself. Edward attacked the Londoners, under 
Nicholas Seagrave, with such impetuosity that they imme- 
diately fled, and were pursued with great slaughter. De 
Montfort, taJking advantage of this separation, vigorously 
charged the remaining division of the royalists, and com- 
pelled them to fly. The King and the Earl of Cornwall 
hastened to the priory for refuge. The castle surrendered 
at discretion. Edward returning in triumph, and learn- 
ing the fate of his father and uncle, resolved to make an 
effort to release them, hut his followers were too intimi- 
dated to second his ardour, and he was finally obliged to 
submit to the conditions subscribed by his father; who 
agreed that Edward and his cousin Henry, son of the Earl 
of Cornwall, should remain as hostages till their differences 
could be adjusted by Parliament. The King, who had his 
horse killed under him, performed prodigies of valour. 
The King and the Earl of Cornwall were taken prisoners. 

1266. Winchelsea attacked by Prince Edward, who took it 
by storm, and killed the principal persons under the Earl 
of Leicester, who had exercised on the sea many cruel bar- 
barities. 

1287- Old Winchelsea and Rye suffered greatly by the tem- 
pest, which choaked up the mouth of the Rother, and 
turned its course. 

1339. The town of Arundel half consumed by flre. 

1340. The French burnt several ships at Hastings. 

1358. Winchelsea attacked and partiy destroyed by the 
French, 

1377. Hastings burnt by the French, who attempted to 
burn Winchelsea, but were foiled. — ^They landed at Rye 
from five vessels, plundered the place, and set it on fire. — 
They landed at Rottingdean, advanced over the Downs to 
destroy Lewes; but were met by John de Cariloco, Prior

of Lewes, Sir Thomiis Cheney, Constable of Doiror Castle, 
&€• with their vassals and peasantry. Being, however, 
insufficient, both in number and skill, to cope with the 
weU-tnuned soldiers of France, the brave peasantry were 
routed, but not till one hundred of their party had sacri- 
ficed their lives, and the prior, &c. made prisoners. The 
loss sustained by the French prevented further encroach- 
ments : they retired to their ships with the prisoners, who 
were conducted to France. 

1380. The French and Spaniards landed at and burnt 
Winchelsea. 

1397. At Arandel CMtle, lUchard Eari of Arundel, with 
htt brother the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Duke of 
Gloucester, the Earls of Derby and Warwick, the Earl 
Marshal, his son-in-law, the Abbot of St. Albania, and 
Prior of Westminster, were accused of plotting to seize the 
person of Richard II. and to put to death all the lords of 
his Council. The Eari of Arundel, on the evidence of the 
Earl Marshal, was executed. 

1447* Rye again burnt by the French, when all the char- 
ters and records of the town are supposed to have peridied. 

1450. Jack Cade, who had the year before slain a woman 
with child in this county, taken in a garden and slain at 
Heathfield ; whence he was removed to London in a csrt. 

1487. Henry VU. visited Rye. 

1513. The French, under Commodore Pregent, -pillaged 
and set fire to Brighton. The diapel was partly destroyed 
by the flames. 

1545. The French, after they had retired from the Isle of 
Wight, made a descent upon the coast as a ruse to draw 
the English fleet from Portsmouth harbour, but were dis- 
appointed. They landed at "Brighthamstead/' says 
Stowe, but were repulsed to their ships. They shortly 
afterwards made another descent at Newhaven, but all 
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who ventured to land were either killed or drowned. 
From Newhaven thej sailed to Seaford, and met with si- 
milar ill success. They retired to their ships with dimi- 
nished forces, and proceeded to France. 

1547. Edward VI. visited Cowdray. 

1551. The Princess Elizabeth visited Petworth, July 20; 
Halnaker, July 27; Cowdray, August 18; and Chiches- 
ter on the 25th. 

1555. A man burned at Lewes, and another at Steyniog, 
for heresy. 

1556. At East Grinstead, July 18, three persons burnt for 
heresy. — Six more at Lewes. — September 24, four others 
at Pevensey. 

1557* June 22, ten persons burnt at Lewes for heresy. 

1573. Queen Elizabeth nuide a tour round the coast, when 
she visited Edridge, and spent six days there ; Sir Thomas 
Gresham, at Mayfield, where a room is still known as the 
"Queen's Chamber,'' and ''Queen Elizabeth's room;'' 
Rye ; Winchelsea, which she complimented with the title 
of " Little London " 

1586. Philip, Earl of Arundel, having prepared a vessel to 
convey him privately to the Continent, to avoid the severe 
penalties against Catholics, was taken at Little Hampton, 
when on the point of embarkation, and committed a pri- 
soner to the Tower of London. 

1591. Elizabeth vi«ted Chichester; and Cowdray House, 
where she was highly entertained by Lord Montacute, 
August 15. — The Queen was also at Pulborough, Par- 
ham, and Ashington. 

1642. Soon after the battle of Edgehill, the King came 
from the western counties as far as Hounslow, with the 
hope of terminating the distractions of the country by a 
cordial peace. While he lay at Reading, a deputation 
from Sussex waited upon him, requesting bis authority to 
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raise the Southern counties in his behalf. Hanng ob- 
tuned the necessary commissions, they pitched upon Chi- 
chester, being a walled town, for their head quarters. 
They were greatly disappointed in their expectations of 
support, being joined by very few, except their own de - 
pendents, and many of these followed with great reluc- 
tance. 

1643. Sir William Waller compelled the Royalists to sur- 
render Chichester, after a siege of twelve days, Dec. 29. 
The north-west tower of the Cathedral was beaten down, 
and never since re-built. When they entered the city, 
they proceeded to despoil the cathedral, breaking down 
the organ, plundering the sacramental plate, and tearing 
all the bibles, and other books, to pieces. — They marched 
thence to Arundel, halting at Aldingbourne, where tliey 
destroyed the Bishop's palace. 

1643-4. About the end of the year. Lord Hopton brought 
his forces suddenly against Arundel Castle, and reduced 
it on the first summons. In less than two months it was 
as suddenly regained by Sir William Waller. At the latter 
surrender. Waller found the learned Chillingworth, 
who, being a royalist, had taken refuge there. Fatigue, 
and the usage he met with from the conquering troops, 
cost him his life. 

1647 or 1648. Chichester Cathedral, and the other churches 
in the city, despoiled and laid waste by Sir Arthur Hasle- 
rig, sent for that purpose by Cromwell. 

1651. After the battle of Worcester, Charles II. was con- 
ducted to the house of Mr. Maunsell, of Ovingdean, near 
Lewes, by Lord Wilmot and Colonel Gunter, where he 
lay concealed some days, while his friends were devising 
his escape to France. Iliey succeeded in engaging Ni. 
cholas Tettersall, master of a coal-brig, to make a voyage 
to the Continent. After night-fall, Charles was conveyed 
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to the George Inn, Brightelmstone, October 14, and on 
the following morning embarked for France. They landed 
at Fescamp in Normandy. 

1 673. At Rye, Charles II. reviewed the English and French 
fleets lying in the bay. 

1690. The combined English and Dutch fleet defeated off 
Beachey Head by the French, June 30. 

1699. An inundation of the sea destroyed 130 houses at 
Brightelmstone, worth £40,000. 

1703. The Emperor Charles VI. (then King of Spain) en- 
tertained at Petworth, on his journey from Portsmouth to 
Windsor, December 28; and on his return, December 31. 
— November 26, a dreadful storm on the coast. 

1716» September 20, George Prince of Wales, afterwards 
George II. visited Stansted. 

1722. August 31, George I. visited Stansted. 

1725. George L on his return firom Hanover, in January, 
visited Rye. 

1736. George II. driven by a storm into Rye, on his return 
from Hanover in December. 

1775. January 31, was the highest tide along the coast ever 
remembered. Much damage was done at Newhaven and 
Brighton: at the latter place the waters rose higher than 
the battery on the cliff. 

1792. Much damage done along the coast in Jan. by a gale. 

1800^ Jan. 26, H.M.S. Brazen commanded by Jas Hanson^ 
wrecked at Newhaven, when, out of 105 persons, only one 
escaped. An obelisk near the church-yard commemorates 
the event. 

1814. June 25, the Prince Regent, the Emperor of Russia, 
the King of Prussia, and the Grand Duchess of Olden- 
burgh, visited Goodwood and Petworth.

MISCELLANEOUS OBSERVATIONS. 

At Albourn resided the eccentric Sir Robert Fagg. — 
Albourn Place was the residence of the Juxons, one of whom, 
during the dvil wars, was obliged to disguise himself as a 
mason's labourer, and was acting in that capacity during 
some repairs at the church, when a party of Cromwell's sol- 
diers passed by in quest of him. Bishop Juxon resided here 
from the death of Charles to the Restoration. 

At Aldingbourn the Bishops of Chichester had a house, 
destroyed by the parliamentarian general Waller. 

The parish of Aldrington has not a house in it, owing 
to the encroachments of the sea« 
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. At Alfriston, in 1819, was grown by Mr. Charles 
Brooker, an apple, of the species of the White Rennet of 
Spain, which measured in circumference every way 15 inches 
and a quarter, and weighed lib. 7oz. and one third avoirdu- 
pois, supposed to be the lai^est ever grown in England, It 
is preserved by the Horticultural Society of London* 

At Ambsrlby Castle, in a room called <<The Queen's 
Room,'' are remains of portraits of ten antient kings and 
their queens, with their coats properly blazoned : and on the 
cieling are six warriors cut in wood. 

In Abdingleigh Church is a brass, on which is pourtrayed 
Nicholas Culpeper, esq. who died in 1510, his wife Elizabeth, 
who died in 1500, and their ten sons and eight daughters. 

Of Arundel Castle was warder the Giant Bevis, ''who 
was able to wade the channel of the sea to the Isle of Wight, 
and frequently did it for his amusement T' Here is a most 
beautiful painted window by Backler, after a design of Lons- 
dale, representing King John signing Magna Charta; in 
which are portraits of the late Duke of Norfolk as Baron 
Fitz- Walter; Captain Morris, as Master of the Knights 
Templars; Henry Howard, jun. as the Baron's Page ; and 
H. C. Combe, esq. as Lord Mayor of L jndon. In the ante- 
drawing-room is a fine painting of the Nativity by Murillo. 
On the walls of the principal drawing-room are several cu- 
rious antient paintings of the Howard family, and two sudto 
be by Hogarth, a scene in Covent Garden, and a view of the 
old castle, with portraits of the family. At one end of the din- 
ing-room is a large window of painted glass by Egginton, 
representing the late Duke and Duchess of Norfolk in the 
character of Solomon and Sheba at a banquet. — Arundel 
Castle enjoys the peculiar privilege of conferring the dignity 
of Earl on the possessor, without any patent or creation 
from the crown ; a privilege not enjoyed by any other place 
in the kingdom. — ^The Church contains some beautiful mo- 
jiuments to the Earls of Arundel, and among them, one, of 

r2 
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akbaster, more iiM|fnifioeBt than the rest, to Thomas Fkz- 
Alan, Earl of Arundel, and bis Coontess Beatrix, dangliter 
of John KiBf of f*ortugnl. 

Id Ashburnham Church are preserred Hie diirt, stained 
with some drops of blood, in which Charles I. suffered; bis 
watch, which he gave at the place of execution to Mr. John 
Ashburnham; his white silk knit drawers; and the sheet 
which was thrown over his bodj. These relics were left in 
1743 by Bertram Ashbunifaam, esq. to the Clerk of the ipn,* 
rish and his successors for ever. 

In Battle Abbey Church the altar is supposed to have 
stood on the spot where Harold's body was found. Here 
William I. offered up the sword and royal robe which he 
wore on the day of his coronation. The Abbot had the 
power of pardonini^ any condemned thief that he mig^t meet 
or pass going to execution. 

BiONOR Park was the frequent residence, if not the births 
plaoe, of that elegant writer and amiable but unfortunate 
woman, Mrs. Charlotte Smith. 

At BoDiHAM Castle is a very remaricable echo, which, 
says the Rev. Mr. Russell in a letter to Sir W. Burrell, ** is 
the most muncal I ever heard; the excellent;e consists in 
placing the hearers and ringers at different distances from 
the edifice." 

In the north wall of Bostham Church is a nidie or arcade 
with' crocketted ornaments, over a female cumbent figure, of 
a style not earlier than Edward I. An erroneous tradition 
ascribes it to the Danish aera, and that it is the tomb of a 
daughter of Canute the Great. 

In BoxoROVB Priory Church, now parochial, were in- 
terred Queen Adeliza, and her two daugliters Oliva and 
Agatha. There is an elegant marble monument to the 
Countess of Derby, who died in 1752, aged 34. She is re- 
presented sitting under an oak relieving poor travellers, and 
pointiiDg to the hospital which she founded in this parish.^* 
In Halnaker House are preserved two couvres-feus, or cur* 
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fews, said to be coeval with the Nerman ediet ~df the first 
WiUiam. 

At Br AMBER, during the election of 17S6, Qae of the te- 
nants of the 3G cottages coastkutii^;' the borough had the 
integrity to reject the ofkr of £1,000 for his vote I 

Briohthelmstonb Palace, begun in 1784 is built in 
the gorgeous and luxuriant style of the east. The furniture 
throughout is in the Chinese taste. The ante-room is deoo«- 
rated with nine very fine psdntings of Chinese exeeotkn, 
illustrative of the manners of that nation. The drawing- 
room conUuns more of the same kind. The. sides of the Ian- 
thorn are entirely composed of stained glass, representuig 
insects, fruits, flowers, and other objects peeuliaar to China. 
The roof of the conservatory, or musio-room, is painted in 
imitation of the tea and rose-wood: it is supported by 
twenty columns, and the sides are covered with a superb 
Chinese historical paper. The cietiog of the rotunda, or 
saloon, represents a clouded sky, firom which are suspended 
by flying dragons, three prodigious lanthoms, embelMshed 
with paintings* Round the dome passes a light corridor, 
through the open work of which eight dragons appear in tiie 
act of flying, and each su^nds a lanthora This notice 
will serve to shew the outre character of the decorations of 
this favourite palace of George the Fourth. The stables are 
beyond comparison the most magnificent in the kingdom, 
consisting of a riding-house, 200 ^t long and 60 broad; a 
tennis court ; and in the centre an octangular building with- 
out, circular witlun, and crowned with a spacious dome, con- 
taining stabling tor more than 70 horses. — In the Church is 
a monument to Captain Tettersali, who "^ fidthfully preserved 
and conveyed to France'' Charies II. after the battle of Wor* 
cester* — In the Chnrch-yard is a monument, erected at the 
expense of his late majesty, to PlMebe HasseU, who served as 
a private soldier in several wars She wm wounded at the 
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battle of Fontenoj in 1745, and died at Brighton, December 
12, 1821, aged 108 yean..— Here died in 1830, aged 112, 
Ann Martin. 

At Broadwatbr died, December 9, 1734, John Burnet, 
aged 109. He had six wives, three of whom he married and 
briried after be had entered his lOlst year. 

At Burton Parir, in 1740, were discovered the remaim 
of an elephant, at the depth of nine feet from the surface, 
supposed to be antediluvian. 

BuxTBD was the Rectory of the learned William and 
Edward Clarke, father and son, immediate ancestors of the 
traveller. 

In Chichbbtbr Cathedral were buried Bishops Ralph, 
the builder of the church; Seffiid II. in 1204; Ralph Ne* 
Vill, Chancellor of England, in 1244 ; Edward Story, the 
bidlder of the market cross, in 1477 ; Thomas Bickley, in 
1596; and Henry King, in 1669. In the souih tran- 
sept are two finely executed paintings by an Italian ar- 
tist named Bernard^, but erroneously ascribed to Holbon. 
The first is the interview between Wilfrid and Ceadwalla, in 
which the latter is represented as the person who granted 
Selsea island to that prelate, when it is evident from Bede 
and William of Malmsbury, that it was Ethelwald, King of 
Southsex, who founded that church. The other is the inter- 
view between Henry VIII. and Bishop Sherborne. On the 
north side of the same transept are portraits of all the kings 
of England from William I. to George I. The south side is 
adorned with portraits of all the Bishops of Selsea and Chi- 
chester till the Reformation, with a short account of each. 
In the same transept is the tomb of St. Richard, Bishop of 
this See, who is reported to have fed iAree tJkowand people 
with the bread intended for ninety only! In the nave is a 
tablet, by Flaxman, to the poet ColLins, who was bom and 
died in this city: he is represented recovering from one of 
his numerous fits of phrenzy, and calmly seeking refuge from 
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his misfortunes in the Gospel, while his lyre and one of his 
first poems lie neglected on the ground. Here has been 
put up a marble full length statue of the late eminent states^ 
man Huskisson, executed by Carew: and is the first statue 
ever placed in the body of the cathedral. In the sacristy is 
preserved a Saxon chest of rude oak planks, 8 feet long by 
20 inches, having five curiously constructed locks: it was 
or^inaily brought from Selsey. — ^In the Church of St. Peter 
the Great is interred Dr. William Chillingworth, the 
xtry eminent champion of the Church of England against 
that of Rome, who died in 1643. Archbishop Juxon was 
bi^itised in this church. — In All Saints Church was buried. 
In 1619, Anthonie Bernard^, the painter, aged 105. Here 
was baptised Hayley the poet. — At the Prebendal Free 
School were educated, Archbishop Juxon; the learned Sel* 
den; the poet Collins; and Hurdis, Professor of Poetry at 
Oxford* 

At Chidham was discovered by Mr. Woods, the species 
of wheat known by the name of hedge*wheat, or Chidham 
White. Walking occasionally over his fields, he met with a 
single plant of it growing in a hedge. It contained 30 ears, 
in which were 1400 grains ; and this wheat is now dispersed 
over Surrey, Hampshire, and other counties. 

In CucKFiBLD Church is a tablet by Flaxman to Sir T^l- 
Ham Burrell, the collector of materials for a history of this 
County, 

At Eartham resided Hayley the poet, and was here vi* 
nted by his friend Cowpbr, who made it a favourite retreat 
« in his happier hour.*' It was subsequently the residence 
of the late distinguished statesman, William Huskisson, 
the termination of whose life, at the opening of the Liver* 
pool Railway, was as melancholy as his career had been use« 
ful^— 'In the Church is interred Thomas Hayley, the young 
sculptor* son of the poet, and "beloved scholar" of FlaxmaOt 
who dedicated a tablet here "to his virtues and talents/' 
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In the ehMwd of EASTBOumNB Cburch (whick belonged 
to tint nanneiy) is a mMraneBtBl fifioe of a man in. armour, 
tradlttonaU J that of Davkl Owen, natural son of Henry VIII. 
-i^-Coikbray House, wliere Kings and Queens have been 
"manfdkraslj, yen raHKr eseessirdy banketted," was abooet 
entirely destroyed by firs in 1798* 

. In JSoikilMB Casile is an original portrait of tke King-- 
making Eari of Warwick. 

At Fblpham resided tke poet Hayley. 

In Flbtoring Church is the mausoleum of the Skeffirid 
family, erected in the pointed style, in vhich the historian 
OiBiBON is intSKTsd. The elegant Latin inscription, to his 
memory, p roceeded from the ehiasie pen of Dr. Parr. 
; At Gltnbb resided William Hay, the author ^ an Eoo ny 
on Deformity, 

At <)OODWOOB is tke lion, carved in w^ood, which headed 
Commodore Anson's ship, the Centurion, during his clrew»- 
narigation of the globe. It is set up i^nst the Duke of 
Biehnond Inn, with this inscription: — 

** Sujf trMr«lier, awhilf , and visw 
One who btt tirnvsiled mora thaa joa, 
Quite round the globe ; in each degree* 
Anson and I bare ploughed the sea s 
Torrid and frigid zonea have paat. 
And safe ashore arriT'd at last ; 
In ease and dignity ap|)ear, 
He, in the House of Lords— I here." 

•^Ia €kN)d#ood Bouse are some imluablto portraits and busts; 
Here is a portrait of Frances^ Ike last Duress of Richmond 
of the Staiart race, arrayed as Minerva, mHAt eniraBs, kdmet,, 
and spear* To tke partiality which Charles unsuooessfuUy 
entertained for this lady, we owe the elegant repreBeatation. 
of Britannia on our cepper coinage. In the 
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room are four of the adventures of Don Quixote, on a large 
scale, in Gobelin tapestry : they were purchased by the Duke 
of Richmond in 1765. 

In a moated mansion at 6roombru»6B, Charles Duke af 
Orleans, who was taken prisoner at the battle of Agincourt 
in 1415, was 25 years a prisoner in this country, most of 
which, he spent in confinement here, 

« Where captur'd banners wav'd beneath the roof. 
To taunt the Royal Troubadour of Gaul." 

Of Harting was Rector Cardinal Pole. 

Hastings, in the year 924, had a mint. — ^A part of the 
ruins of the Castle, as seen from one particular spot, exhibits 
a perfect and very fine profile of George III. — Of All Saints 
parish was Rector Samuel Oates, father of the notorious 
Titus, who was himself afficiating minister there in 1673-4. 
— ^The pulpit of St Anne's Church is covered with the ca- 
nopy carried by the Baronfi of the Cinque Ports at the coro- 
nation of Queen Anne. — On the parapet of the Town-hall is 
a stone, found at Pevensey, supposed to hare been thrown 
by a Roman war-en^ne called a eatapuHa. — ^In All Saints* 
street are two old houses, said to have been the residences of 
Sir Cloudesley Shovell and Titus Oates. — Here Edward Ca- 
pel, one of the commentators on Shakspeare, buiH a house, 
Garriek frequently visited Mm here, and in the garden is a 
larg'e mulberry tree, a descendant of Shakspeare's. — ^About 
two miles from Hastings is a large broad stone, caHed ''The 
Old Woman's Tap," or ••The Conqueror's Tabte,*" on which 
it is said the Norman William dined on hifrhmding at thn 
place. 

^ At Heathftblo is a street called Cat-street (at the upper 
end of which was a public-house, the sign of a cat andshoul* 
der of mutton), supposed to be a corruption of C^de-street, 
fromthe wbel Jack Cade, who was killed here in 1450. On 
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this Buppoaition tbe late Mr. "Sewhery erected a eommemo- 
ratire pillar with suitable inBcription. The rebel was taken 
at Hothfield in Kent, not Heathfield in Sussex, as generally 
supposed, and as stated in p. 204. The sword with which 
he was cut down was till very lately preserved in Hothfield 
Church, whence it was purloined during* the reparation 
thereof, by the workmen. The field in which he was taken 
is sliU called Jack Cade s Field. 

la Hknpibi«d Church is a brass, on which is this inscrip- 
tion to Meneleb Raynsford, aged 9 years, who died 1G27; 

** Great Jore batli lost his Ganymede I know, 
Which made him seek another here below ; 
And finding none, not one like unto thie. 
Hath t'ane him hence into eternal bliM. 
Cease then for thy dear Meneleb to weep, 
God's darling was too good for thee to keep ; 
But rather joy in this great larour given, 
A child on earth is made a saint in heaven.** 

On HiOHDOWN Hill, near Worthing, b <' Oliver the MiU 
ler's tomb," who, from partiality to the spot, himself erected 
it, and was there buried. 

At Horsham was educated Dr. Thomas Combs, the roy* 
alist divine. 

At KiNGSHAM, near Chichester, the South-Saxon Kings 
are said to have had a palace. 

At Lauohton Pkurk occurred that Shakspearian affiray in 
1541, of deer-stealing, which ended in the execution of the 
poble marauder Lord Dacre. 

Lewbb, and its suburbs, formerly contained 12 cburches* 
now only 6< — ^Here, in the Ume of King Athelstan, were two 
mints. — ^The double keep, termed in old authors braymounts^ 
is a feature peculiar to Lewes Castle« — ^The Priory was the 
first and chief house of the Cluniac order in England. In 
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it were buried many persons of distinction.— In the Church 
of St. John-sub-castro, is a curious monument, with a pun<* 
ning Latin inscription, which has engaged the attention of 
many able antiquaries, and is considered by Mr. Elliot to 
allude to Magnus the youngest of the ihree sons of Harold 
II. — ^At the Grammar School were educated John Pell, the 
mathematician ; and the philosophic John Evelyn. — In the 
burial-ground of Jireh Chapel, Cliffe, is buried the celebrated 
sectarian William Huntington, S.S. (Sinner Saved). — ^In 
October, 1734, two shocks of an earthquake felt. — ^Here ret 
^ded John Rowe and John Faber, two learned physicians. 

At Mayfield was a favourite palace of the Archbishops 
of Canterbury, supposed to have been erected by St. Dun^ 
Stan, In it died Archbishops Meopham, in 1333; John 
Stratford, in 1348; and Simon, Islip, in 1366. Part of the 
palace was converted into a farm-house. — ^In 1389, the town 
and church nearly consumed by fire. 

At MuNTHAM resided the late William Frankland, well 
known for his devotion to mechanics and natural philosophyt 
He here possessed nearly every ecw invention that came into 
notice during the long period of 45 years, and which, at the 
least, must have cost him £20,000. 

At Newhayen is a handsome obelisk to the memory of 
Captain Hanson, and the crew of the Brazen sloop of war, 
wrecked January 25, 1800, on the Ave Rocks. 

In New Shoreham Church the election of the Repre* 
sentatives to Parliament has been always conducted for the 
last sixty years. 

Of Northiam was Rector the father of Archbishop 
Frewen, who was born here. 

At Petworth House, is the sword wielded by the 
gallant Hotspur at the battle of Shrewsbury in 1423. Here 
is the most complete collection of the admired carvings of 
Grinling Gibbons ; twenty magnificent portraits by Vandyck, 
besides many others interesting as historic portraits and as 
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works of art The great stiir-case, painted bj La Guerre, 
18 aa allegorical reprcseBtatioii of tiie life of Elizabeth Du* 
c]ie§B of SomerBet. Several of the state bed-rooms are hung 
with suits of fine wwked arras and tapestry. — Of Petworth 
were Rectors, Brian Duppa, and Henry King» Bishops of 
Chidiester ; Dr. CleaTer, Archbishc^ of DubHn ; and Chwles 
Dunster, the critical scholar and ingenious poet. 

Near Potninos is that remarkable chasm the "Devil's 
Dyke/' so called, says traditioii, because the DeviU envying 
the numerous churches of the Weald, determined to form a 
channel iirom the sea, and thus inundate the whole tract and 
its pious inhabitants. This " deviMsh"' plan was disconcerted 
by an old woman, who, being disturbed from her sleep by 
the noise of the work, peeped out of hor window, and recog- 
nising liie infernal agent, had the "presence of mind"'* to 
hold up a candle, which he mistaking for the rising of the 
sun, made a hasty retreat! ! 

Of RusPBR, was Sir Isaac Shard, proverbial for hia penu- 
rious habits. His figure was introduced by Hogarth into a 
picture representing a miser trying a mastiff for robbing 
his kitchen; a circumstance wltich coming to the ears of 
his son, a high-spirited young man, he called at the artist's 
to see the picture, and being informed by the servant that 
the figure was considered to be Uke Sir Isaac Shard, cut 
the picture to pieces with his sword. 

' In St. Lbonabd's Forbst, according to tradition, was 
a dragon, nine feet long, which did great damage, kc. It is 
first mentioned in a pamphlet, probably satirical, as existing 
"this present month of August, 1614.'' 

At Salvinoton is the house in which the learned Sbldbv 
was bom. On the lintel of the door,^ on the inside, is the 
following inscription : 

CKATVS, HOVB8TI» MIHI ; NON CLAVDAK INiTO SSOBt)' S 

rva, abbas; vov sv' pacta solvta tibi. 
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The subjoined paraphrase was made bj tbe late distingtdshed 
antiquary William Hamper, esq. June 9, 1818: 

" Thou *rt welcome, boncftt friend ; wmlk ioy make free : 
Thief, get thee gone ; my doors are clos'd to thee.'* 

At Shelbred Priory, the walls of the prior*sroom ap- 
pear to have been ornamented by some humorous monk with 
paintings in fresco, but homely executed. 

Of Shipley was Sir William Burrell, whose extensive 
collections for a History of this County were bequeathed by 
him to the British Museum ; and have formed the ground- 
work of the splendid works of Messrs. Dallaway and Cart- 
wright. — In the Church chest is a reliquary of wood, 7 inches 
in length and six in height, enamelled and gilt on the sides 
and ends, with the crucifixion, and angels: over the cross 
are the letters XP2. It is as old as the 12th century. 

In SiDLESHAM Church-yard is the following singularly 
beautiful epitaph on a Mrs. Camaby; attributed to the pen 
of the Rev. W. Garke, whose poetical powers were acknow* 
ledged by his contemporaries : 

** When Sorrow weeps o*er Virtue's sacred dost^ 

Our tears become us, and our grief is just. 

Such were the tears he shed who grateful payi 

This last sad tribute of his love and praise; 

Who mourns the best of wives and friends combia'df 

Where female softness met a manly mind. 

Mourns, but not murmurs ; sighs, but not despairs ; 

Feels as a man, but as a Christian bears." 

At Slyndon was formerly a palace of the prelates of Can- 
terbury. Archbishop Stephen Langton, memorable for the 
part he took relative to the signing of Magna Charta, died 
here in 1328. 

In South Bbrstead Church was buried Sir Richard 
Hotham, who rsused Bognor to its present eminence, and 
died in 1799* 
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In Stbynino Priory Church, probably the present parish 
one, were buried St Cuthman, and Ethelwnlf, King of Wes- 
sez, fiither of Alfred the Great. — In the Free Grammar 
School was educated John Pell, the mathematician. 

Of Sutton was Rector Julius Bate, Hebraist and contro- 
versialist, who died in 1771. 

The porch of Westbourn Church is curiously constructed 
of oak ; and the spire is in the Chinese taste. 

At West Grinstbad Parle, Pope was a frequent visitor 
to the Carylls ; and his poem of " The Rape of the Lock'' 
took its origin from a drcumstance which occurred here. 

Of the Shirleys of Wiston were Sir Anthony, Sir Robert, 
Und Sir Thomas, whose conduct and adventures in Persia, 
Turkey, &c. savour so much of romance and disrepute. Sir 
Robert was received with great pomp by James I. in 1623, 
from Scha Abbas, but another embassy from the same sove- 
reign arriving, they were both sent home again, and our 
knight was declared to be the impostor. 

At WooLBEDirfo, near the conservatory of the Manor- 
house, is placed the marble fountain which originally stood 
in the centre of the quadrangle at Cowdray. It is of a py*- 
ramidal shape, finished by a small bronze figure of Neptune, 
copied from the celebrated one of Giovanni di Bologna. 
There are several successful imitations of the remains of the 
Druids, formed of sand-stone.
